Since it is not given to every-iUan) 
to, be able to praftifc all the Virtues, if you 
are confcious of aoy Defeft in your T'ehiper, 
which may ijiclin? you to a£l with lefs Im- 
partiality than I require, do not accept of 
this Government, but continue here in my 
Court, where your Services are very agree- 
able to me, and do not lay me under the 
Neceffity of doing wh^twiil be very pain- 
ful 
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ful'te me, which is the puniflung you feVe- 
rdy for any A^ araiuift TufticC} and diere- 
by acquitting what I myfaf owe to it." 

fvrijiti who was greatljr ^eafe] with the 
honourable Enjploymcnt the Emperor had be- ■ 
ftpwcd upon him, thanked his Majefty for it • 
with much Submiffion : •' Doubt not, mv gra- 
cious Lord, added he, but that I will moft 
exaSly perfonn what you require, and bend 
my whole Thoughts towards the Prefcrvation 
of^Juftice, and fo much the more will I make 
it my ointinual Study, as your Words have

ynrifity as foon as be arrived at Injpruttt 
applied himfelfwith great Pi!tgpr)<^e to the Ad- 
minilhation of Juftice, not only in rewarding 
Virtue aiid punifhing Vice, but in filling afl 
the inferior Pofts and Offices with Men of ap> 
proved Virtue and Wifdom; fo that by thit 
Conduct he increafed the Emperor's Eftcen 
of him, and acquired the Love of all the In> 
habitants of Infpruci.

But thaf urthappy Maid, whole Thoughts 
were whoHy divided between Grief and the 
Defue of Kevengp, no Iboner found herfelfa- 
lonc, than fatllng jn an Extaly of Sorrow ek 
the dead Body of her bebved Brother, &« 
filed aRiyer of Tears upon iuand clorelyem- 
Wacing it in h^ Atros, a Thbufand Timet 
ihecurfed the Crue|ty«f %rT/Z<>andher own 
weak Simpllcir^, that c er ue rcRgned her 
- Honour, Ihc aid not oblige bin to pay the 
Prise of it by defivering h«r Brother. — Now 
ikriekiitg aloud, aud witdly beating her fair 
Bo&mtthat heaved with unutterable AnguiQi, 
Oie corrtempTaied the Weeding Cbarfc agatn, 
jind rousted by that (od Spcflacle — " Wilt 
thuUi theii M^iiia, fald ihe, wilt thou luffer thit 
Traitor, 
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•1% Siiakefpear "fSujiraki. 

'Traitor> this Barbarian, to triumph in the 
Spoilsof thy mined Honour,' and the Murder 
of thy unhappy Brother. — Shall the complica- 
ted Villain live to boaft of the Deceit he has 
praflifed on thee — Ah no, Epitia, lince thy 
Simplicity opened the Way to this Deceiver 
to accomplith his inFamous Defigns, let hia 
guilty PaiEon afibrd thee the Means of Re- 
venge. It is true, my deareft Brother, added 
flie, addrefRng herfelf with a new Flood of 
Tears to the pale Coarfe, the Death of thjf

Sbakefpear, though be has altered and ad- 
ded a good deal, yet ha; not mended the Mo- 
ral ; for he alfo fliews Vice not only pardoned^ 
but left in Tranquility. 

TJie ctuel, the vicious and hypocritical An- 
gib, marries a fair and virtuous WDman, who 
tenderly loved him,' and is rellored to the Fa- 
vour of his Prince. 

I raid before, that the Story of yuri/t and 
Bpltla afforded an affeaiiig Subjefl for a Play i 
and it is to be wiCbed, fince Shah/pear ihouRht 
proper to found one u[ion it, that he had left 
the Fable fimple and entire as it 4tr3s, without 
loading it with ufelefs Incidents, unneceflary 
. Chara^ersj and abfurd and improbable Iii- 
triguc. 

Thus it would haveftood by keeping dofe 
to the Novelifl: A young Gentleman, van- 
<]uifli'ed by die Force of a too violent PaQion, 
ravifljes a Virgin, whom he is afterwards 
willing to marr^, but is feiz'd »id condtmn'd 
to die for his Crime; his Siilcr a beautiful 
Maid, who tenderly loves the unfortunate 
Youth, folicits the rigid Governor for his 
Pardon, which he refules, unlef^ {he facriiices 
her Honour to him. The Lady rejeiSts his Pro- 
poralyithDifdain, but fubduedby the affefl- 
ing Tews and Prayers of a pother, whofe Life 
is dearer to her than her own, flie reluct- 
antly confcnis to the Governor's Propofal, on 
Condition, that he fliould give her Boither 
a free Pardon, and repair her Honour hereaf- 
ter by Mairi^.

ftead of one good Beheading, which was the 
Confecjuence naturally expected.

palTed this Way by Chance, and have no 
other Defign in mixing among you, but to 
make thofe who belong to me retire," 

Tibbaldy cither not underdanding thele 
Words, or feeming rot to underftand ihem* 
cried out, " Ah Traitor, thou flialt die ! anil 
fjrioufly throwing himielf upon Romeo, ftruck 
him with great Violence on the Head, but the 
Force of the Blow, though weakened by the 
ilcel Head-piece he wore, yet fo enrzged R^ 
Tnej, tliat, wrapping his Cloak about his Arm

Fatlicc Lertnx», who was one of the 
^ntteft Chemifls in bb Time, and was well 
acquainted with dte Virtue* of Herbs and 
Stonei, aDMa^ oiber wonderful Secrets he was 
fmSaSt of, he hai found oat^ad compofad with 
many fomnifcrous -Simples a certain PaAc^ 
which bcinE reduced to Porwder, and a fmall 
Quwitity (rf it mixed with Water, would 
put the Peifbn who drank it .into a Sleep ft> 
like Death, that the moft IkilfiilPhyrwian m 
the World mie;ht be deceived by it, holding 
diom in thia fweet Trance forty HouA or 
more, according to the Quaotity of the Pow- 
der, or the Conflitutian of the PattnU.

Thunders would not have been able to awake 
her. 

The poor old Woman believine her now 

to be certainly dead, burft into T^^t^ and 

Complaints, 
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'CgmplMnts, mti went to acquaint the unhap- 
-pf MMber with the News, who, flying with 
dilhai^ed Pace to ^v/ertto's Chamber, and be- 
boUing her firetchcd bieathlers upon the Bed, 
Aie ^Ucditbe Air wkh dreadful Shrieks, utter- 
ing .^uch moving Expreffions of SonoV as 
might ba*e ib^aediiK Rage of Tygers ihem- 
6ivss. The Tean and Groans of the Nurie, 
«nd .piercing 'Cries of the wretched Mother, 
ticought.all the Family to the Chamber, and 
among the reft the Lord Antsnie, who a[^- 
pmaebine the Bed, and finding his Daughter 
.VfithMit t>cnfe or Motion, and cold as Ice, A- 
^ftoniOuiKnt and Gnef made bim for fome Mo- 
mots immoveable as a Statue. 

The fad News being fpread throu^ the Cj- 
ty, all the RelatioR.-! and Friends of the Fiurri- 
J^ haflened to I<ord Amama's Pfoufe, and filkd 
^iC.wkh Toars and Lamentations; the moftfa- 
jnous Pbyficians were immediately lent for; 
tut alltbetr A« proved ineffectual, and they 
^dedared-ihe was abfolutcly dead. 

At this cruel Confirmation of their Fears, 
their Weepings and Lammtations redoubled i 
-the whole City took Part in the Grief of this 
Femlly^iand every one bewailed the unexpeA- 
ed Death of the young and beautiful ftdiitla. 

Jiut what Words can exprefs the deep Di- 
■ftrefe, the wiW Afitaion of the wrctcljed Mo- 
ther ! deaf to all the Confolation that was of- 
fered to her, ihe gave a Loofe to Defpair: 
Now in the wild Agony of Grief fhe tore her 
Hair, and (hrieking, pierced the Skies with 
Jier Complaints ; now Tuiking under the Load 
ivf jimuierable Sorrow, with Eyes Areaming 
Vot. L E with 
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with Tears, and Sighs which feemed to {hake 
her whole Frame, uie filently bewailed her 
Lofs i three Times the threw faerfdf upon the 
Bed, and dafping the cold yuUetta tg her fob-, 
bing Bofom, feirhFcathlers on the Body, aitd 
was with DiiEculty brought hack to Life. 

Lord Antgn'm, who had tenderly Toved his 
Daughter, was no lefs aS^SuA for her Death, 
than his Wife ; but ftrove with manly Forti- 
tude to conceal his Anguith in bis own Breaft 
in order to quiet her's. 

In the mean Time, Father i^mzs wrote to 
Ronue all that had palled between him and yu- 
Uetta; hedefiredhim to come the next Night, 
difguifed, to Ftreaa, and affift him in Ulang 
his Wife from the Tomb, and carry hex-wim 
him to Mantua. 

This Letter he gave> to a Eaithful Brother 
of the OnJer, itrialy charging him to haflcn 
with it to Mantua, and give it to Romeo Man- 
tecchio, and no other Perfgn whatever. 

The Friar accordingly departed for Mantua ; 
and arriving there in good Time, alighted at 
the Convent of St. Francis, with an Intention 
to defire the Superior to let one of the Brothers 
accompany him into the City, where he had 
fome Bufinefs to tranfa£t. 

It happened, that a Friar of that Con- 
vent was juft then dead J and becaufe it was 
ful'petSed, from fome Marks on his Body, that 
he died of the Plague, the Deputies of Hedth, 
the fanjc Moment that the Veronefe Friar ar- 
rived, came to the Superior, with Orders 
from the Lord of the City, that he Should not 
fufter anyone belonging to bis Convent toflir 
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out upon any Occafion whatever, for fax of 
fpreading th« Contagion. 

The Feranefi Friar, in vain reprefented to 
the Deputies, that he wai but ju{t arrived 
from Vtrona^ and had not yet fpoke with any 
Peribn in the Convent ; they obliged him to 

' remain Ihut up with the other Frian, by 
which Means he could not deliver the Letter 
to Romeo him&If, and would not, according 
to his Orders, fend it by any other Perfon. 

While this palTed at Mantua, in Fertna 
they were making great Pieparations for the 
Funerai Obfcquies of yulietta, which, agrcea^ 
We to the Cuftom of the Place, were to be 
performed. the Day on which flie died. 

P/rtra, the fiiithfut Confident of JiaM«,being 
then at Vtrona, and hearing that JuUetia was 
dead, was almoft eut of his Wits for Grief ; 
It firft he was for going directly to Mantua, 
but upon Reflexion he refolved to ftaytill fbe 
was buried, that he might be able to fay to his 
Mifter, he had really fecn her dead. Julietta 
then was carried with great Pomp to the Mo- 
nument of the CapeiUtti, amidft the Sighs and 
Tears of all the Inhabitants oi Verona, Pieiro 
at this Sight was fo lotl; in AfBiftion, re- 
fieflrng how ardently ftie was beloved by hia 
Mafter, that he never thought of going to 
Father Lorenzo to confult with him, as he was 
accuftomed ; but, having ieen yulietta en- 
tombed, he mounted his Horie, and roJe 
hard, till he got to yHia-Franca, where he 
ftopt to rcfrefti himfelf, and after a Ibort Sleep, 
rifing two Hours before Day, he remounted 

' hii Horfe, and reached Mantua atSua-pfe. 

E 2 Rmef 
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^0e» was flill ia Bed, when tecninod 
his Chamber ; and poor Putra ^was io much 
afiijaed-with'the fed News die brou|ht, that 
for fome Mommts be nias unable to utter a .

-■Bit4ra with a Jaultering Voice, then told 
him, tbatyuUetta was dead, that he-had fees 
her laid in the Monument of the dz^«i^((, and 
that it WW icpoited in Ftrotia, that Grief 
■wiBs'the Caufe &f her iJeath. 

Htmua, Unaclf as with -a Thunder-bolt 
■^t this dieadful News, remained for fome 
Time in a fpeechlefs Agony of Grief; then 
'furioufly fpringing out of his Bed, " Ah. 
Traitor ! cried he aloud, cruel, periidious 
and ingratefui Rotnee, it "was not Sorrow that 
cfcilled thy Wife, Grief is not fo auigk a 
rMurderer ! Ah ! no, it was thy Crueicy that 
-killed her: Did fhc not tell thee in hcr'Lctten, 
ibe -ivould dye rath"r than be the Wife of any 
other, and earneflly entreat thee to come, 
and take her from her Father's Houfe, and 
thou, unworthy lingering Lover, amufed her 
■with vain Promiiis,, but had not Rduhition 
eriuugh to perforin tbesii and doft thou now 
ftand 
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flandidly weeping,3Dd Jidittta deadi — Oh my 
Juiielta i cciol he* raifing his Voice* art 
ibou dead, and do I Uve ! — Ab Wrndi I how 
often bave I tsld her, thac Icouhd not live 
without her, and ytc I Uuct I breathe, and fiw 
is dead K— Whan is &e, added he, gat- 
ing wililLy^ roimd t^ Kotan, is fhc not hsra, 
Iierc hoveling; about mc, cxpe^ing nie to kA- 
biw her !

— This faid, 
liernddcnly fnasched his Sword from the Head 
of his Bed and turned the Point of it to his 
Bo&m;' but Pm^ta fpringiitji hailily to him 
pi^bed tbeSwocd oat of his Hand, endeavour- 
ing by all the faCt Petfiiafionshe was Matter 
«C to pnfB^ upon kim to change his dread- 
fidPiniwlc. 

- Rsmwi ovttwhslm»i inth UKotteraUe An- 
rttifli» ftood ftlcot and monqalefs all the 
Time he was QiejdtiDg, rdemUing more a 
Marble Statue, tiian a living Man ; at laft ^ 
ftubbom SoiTow foimd a vent, and his Eyes, 
at otux valodung all their Springs, pourcdout 
■ a River erf Tews. 

Thou^ dte Frcray t^ bis Sorrow was by 
this Means fomewhat aUaycd, yet Defpair bad 
. taken fuch Poflcdion of Ihs Sou), that he was 
fixed in hit Rcft>lutian xot to Jive, but cars-- 
&^ly oonceaUng his Ds&gn, left he Ihoubd 
be pnventcd from exccuiiiig it, be charged 
£ }■ Pittrt 
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Pielre,vith a diflcnibW Calmnefs in his Looks 
and Voice> not to menticHi the Death of hfs 
Wife, and the btal Erroi he had lilce to have 
beenguilty of, to any PeHbn whatever, but to 
mount a frefh Horfe, and fet out immediately 
for^ifrw(i7,whither he would follojvhini— "Let 
not my Father know, continued he, that I 
am coming, but provide me fome Inftruments 
toT opening ttie Sepulchre, where my Jultttta 
is interred, and wait for me at the Oui- 
Houfe behind our Garden; I will meet 
you there, and we will go together to the 
Monument of the Captlletti, for I muft once 
more have a Sight of my deareft Wife, pale 
and cold as (he now lies in Death, then early 
in the Morning I will rctucn to Mantua, 
and you may follow a little Time after." 
Pielre, not fuipe^ing hisJniention, departed 
immediateiy to perform bis Commifiion, and 
Rerruo, as kion aa he was gone, wrote a Ixtter 
to his Father, in which be entreated bis 
Pardon for having married without aflcing bis 
Confent, and related at' large bis I^ov^for^v/i- 
tttaj their Marriage, and the fatal Confequen- 
CC3 \ he conjured him altb, impc fuUetta bad- 
been his Daughter to have perpetual Mal&s 
faid for her Soul, and in order to reward the 
Fidelity of bis Servant Pietro, he defired that 
K handfome Provifton might be made for him 
out of the Eftate which had been bequeathed 
him by an Aunt lately deccafed, and fuice be 
had yet received no Part of it, he ordered the 
Arit Rents to be given to the Poor ; having de- 
clared this to be his lafl: Will, he cameftly en- 
treated his Father, to fulfil it in every particu- 
Isrjthen doling ^e Letter,hB lealed it, and put 
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It in his Bofom. TTiis done, he gave Orders to 
have a H(»fc made ready, and, telling his Ser- 
rants he would return the next Day, he put 
on the Habit of a German Soldier, and, taking 
with him a Phial full of Mortal Poifon, he 
mounted his Horfc, and took the Road to 
Versna. Having rode pretty faft, he arrived 
there in the Evening, and went to the Houfe' 
where he had appointed to meet Pittre^ 
who having provided every Thing that he had 
been coounatided, thev went together at four 
o'clock in the Morning to the Churchyard,

then clafping him to her throbbing Bofbm— 
*' Oh thou loved Center of all my Wiflies, 
Jaidlhe, my dear, my only Lord, once ttut 
fbleBtifs f>f my Life, now, ah! now my on- 
ly Milery F — How art thou cut ofF in the 
Spring of Youth, and early Bloom of Beau- 
ty ! — Thou, at a Time when all are fondefl 
of Life, haft willingly Ihortened thy Courie; • 
and me, me, the unhappy Caufe ! — Yes, my 
dcareft Lord, thou didft come to finifh thy: 
Days in the Arms of her, who, in Life, thou 
hadft loved moft, and who loved thee aboveall 
earthly Things — Hither thou didft come to 
breathe thy laft Sighs, and to be intened 
near fhc; not fuipcSing tbcfc bitter Tear» 
would have bewailed thee dead— Where art 
thou now, my Love P — Art thou not ftill with 
me ? — I know thou art — Thou can*ft not ftay. 
in aPlacewhere I am not — Thy dear Spirit ftill 
wanders about me— I fee — I hear thee — Thou, 
wondereft at my long Stay— Fear not, my 
dearcft Lord, but I will follow thee: The 
' .moft 
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meft pailful Death that could be inflicted ou 
me would not equal the Torments of living 
without thee — J come then, I come, my 
only Love — Stay one Moment for roci tliat 
my freed Soul may mount with thine, and be' 
with thecfor ever." 

The two Friars and P'lelrt, wholly fubdued 
by Grief, wept exgeffively at this difmal 
Scene ; yet they ufed their utmoll Endeavours 
to ct^mfort her, but all in vain. 

*' My Oau^ter, faid Father Zar«a», what 
Is done cannot now be undone : If Tears 
could recal thy Rameo to Life, ours fhould 
flow as feft as thine ; but there is no Remedy 
for what is paA ; comfort thyielf then and re- 
Iblvetolive; and if thou art not willing t« 
return to thy Father's Houfe, I will place thee 
in a holy Monafteiy, where thou roay'ft (gend 
the Remainder of thy Life in ferving God, 
and praying for the Soul of RBtnea." 

Juliettay whole Thoughts were wholly 
fwallowed up in the bJackell Defpair, heard 
with gloomy Silence >all the Friar had been 
faying, and, obflinately bent on Death, col- 
leoing her n^hole Force of Grief, and vio- 
lently retraining all the Powers ' of Life, Ihe 
tttpired, holding her Ronuo laA locked in her 
Arms. 

While the two Friars and Putra were 
endeavouring to recover ber, fone Soldiers 
pafling that way by Chapce, alarmed by the 
Light they law in the Monument, ran hazily 
diithcrj bong informed of what had happened 
to the unfortunate Lovers, they Idt the 
Friars under a good Guard, and took Fietra 
3 along 
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along with tliem to the Prince, to njiom be 

minutely related their w^oleHiftoiy. 

The Morn bfeing now come, the whole Ci- 
t« was filled with Grief and ConfTemation at 
tnis melancholy Adventure ; the People ran in 
Crouds to the Monument of the CaptlUtti ; 
and the Prince being rerdved that one Grave 
ihould hold the faithful Lovers, their Funeral 
Obfequies were performed with great Pomp 
by the two diflrcffled Families of the Manteccbi 
and Capelletti, between whom there was after- 
wards a tranfient Peace. The Friar and Pie~ 
trc were pardoned, and the Father of Ronuo, 
in every Particular, fulfilled the dying Re- 
qucfts of his beloved Son.

this Story, from the Frenth, is in the fecofld 
Tome of the Palace ef Pkafiire-, printed at 
Le/idon in the Year 1567, which is a Col- 
]e£tion of Novels, tranflated into Englijh by 
H^lliam Painter, from feveral Greei, Latin, 
Spanifl) and Italian Authors (as the Title 
Page fays] but fome of them are taken from 
Tr^nflations of thofe Authors into French^ of 
which Ramto and Juliet is one. 

Had Shaiefpear ever feen the original Novel 
in Bandello, he would have been (enfible that 
the Tranflation of it is extremely bad : That 
He did not fee it, muft be owing to nothing 
elfe than his not underflanding Itahaii j for 
can it be fuppofed, that having refolved to^ 
write a Tragedy upon the SubjeS of an Ilali- 
aa Story, he would ra^er chufe to copy from' 
a bad Tranllatlon of that Story, than follow 
the Original. 

This Suppofition would be ai abfurd as to 
imagine a Man would flake hii Thirft with 
the muddy Waters of a polluted Stream, when 
the clear Spring, from wlience it ifliies, is with- 
in his Reach. That Shaiefpear confulted tbe 
Tranflator, appears from his having followed 
himin all the Alterations be has made in the 
Original ; Ibme few of which I (ball take no- 
tice of, and {hew that in fome Places he has' 
not only, taken Circumftances from the TntDf- 
lator, but alfo made Ufe of his Thoughts and 
ExprelTions. 

In Ba/uleJla the Lovers pafs the Nidu af^ 
ter their Nuptials in the Garden ; the Tranf- 
lator makes Rcrifet afcend the Chamber of. 
JuSenot 
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JvUettOi Jn which he \% followed by Shake- 
tar. 

The Tranflation makes them both com- 
plain of dte Tedioufnefs of the Day, wiOi the 
Sun to hanei) his Courfe, or that ihey were 
able to add Wings to his Speed ; BatuiiUB is 
' filent upon the Subje3, but Shai^pear puts al- 
moft the fame Words in the Mouth of Ju'- 
lilt. 

The Tr«nflator makes 'JvUet, upon hearing 
^at her Coufin is llain by RatntOf break into 
Complaints and Reproaches againft her Huf- 
baod, and after flie has for fome Time given % 
Loofe to her Refentmcnt, her returning Tcn- 
demefs for Rrniea forces her to repent of the 
injurious Words which, in the firft Emotions 
of her Grief ^nd Rage, (he had uttered againd 
him; flie condemns herfdffor her too hally 
Cehfure, af)d. begs, Pardon of theabfent Htmu 
for her luikind Reproaches. 

Iliere is not die ledt Foundation for all 
ibii in the Original. Baadello every where 
fbews yuiiet fo much engrofled by her extreme 
PaSon for RemtOy that all other Affections, 
lU Ty«s of Cbnfanguinity^ all fiJIat Duty and 
Obediepce is fwallowcd up in the Immenfity 
of her Love ; and therefore when the News of 
TibbaWa Death and Romeo's Banilbment is 
broi^bt to her at the fame Time, Ihe does not 
weep for the Death of her Couiin, but for tbf 
Banilbment of her Hu/band. Shake/pear has 
indeed the fame Thought: y&i!rW being told by 
her Nurlci that her Parents were weeping ovo: 
ibe dead ^a^y ot Tibiald^ replies, 

•* Wafc 
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»« Wafli they his Wound with Tears ; mina 

When thar'» are Arfj fi» RtMn's BanUh- 
ment." 

Her fupcrior ASmign W Rma9 n alio- 
punted bf Shake^tar m that Speech wberem- 
flie laments his Banifhinent, and acknowledge!' 
it is a greater Misfortune to ha thm 3ie 
Death 4^ all her Relations w<au!d be ; Kit' 
both'thefe CircumAanccs tho Tranflator has m 
common with f^H^^: He diflers fri}in bini' 
m maldng Juliit complain of her Huftasd'* 
Cruelty in killing her Coufini and Shaktjptar 
Das exa6Hy followed that Hint. 

When the Father oiJuUti is informed <rf 
his Daughter's Sorrow for having oSended^nB 
in refufing Count Paris for her Hyfbafid^ 
Shaktjpiar makes hJm pratfc the good Pruv, \ff 
whom- he fitf^)«fes all this AJteraiton was 
brought about, in almoft the fitoie W^nb «f 
Ae Tranfltitor.

This is not the firft Benefit we have receiv- 
ed from this holy Man, to whom every Cili- 
zen in thb Common wealth is dearly bound."

Preletit to his Monaftcrj', which was very 
poor." 

In ^anJeUa, the Friar, who is lent widi the 
IxtXsvs xo Reauo, is detained at aMonaftefy 
in Maatua: The Tranflator niakrs him lie 
flopped at his own Convent in Vertna j which 
lift is followed by Sbaktfpear. 

There is no Mention made in the Origioal 
of the Apothecary, of whom Rattua buys the 
Poifon ; there we are only told that he had 
mortal Drugs in his PoOeQion, which was 
juven him by a Spuktta Mountebank in 
mantuOf long before. 

TIk TianlUtor makes him walk through 
&e Streets 'ui,MarUua in order to find a Perfon 
Qiat would fell him fuch a Comporuion, and 
accordingly he goes into the Shop of an Apo- 
thecary, whofc Poverty is obfervabie from the 
mtfer^e Furniture of it; and he for a Bribe 
of fifty Xlucats furntflies him with a ftrong 
Poifon. 

Shakefpear\aa not only copied this Circum- 
Kance from the Tranllator, but alfo borrowed 
fomc Hints firom him in his celebrated Defcrip- 
tionofthe miferable Shop. 

Thsfe few Liftances are fuiEcicnt to prore 
that Shaiefpear took the Incidents on .which 
he has founded his Tragedy oi.Remee and Ju- 
Sit from the TtanUation; and confequently 
that be did not periife, becaufe he did not un- 
derstand, the original Italian. 

His Management of the Tomb Scene, and 
die Death of the two Lovers, is entirely co- 
pied from the Tranilator, who differs greatly 
ftom the Original in thofe CircuoiltaQCBs. 
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The plain and fimplc Narration of thatmelan- 
choly Ei'i^nCin £i7vi^f//ii is more natural, more 
pathrilc> and fitter to excite the Paffions of 
Pity and Terror, than the Cataftrophe of the 
Tragedy, as managed hy Shaktfptar^ who has 
kept clofe by the Tianflator. 

In BandiUn-, *her P'letro informs his Mafltfr 
oiJuUet'% Death, Aftonifliment andGriefJbr 
fome Moments deprive him of Speech j reco- 
vering a tittle, he breaks into Complaints and 
Self- Rep roaches ; then, wild with Defpair, he 
flies to his Sword, and endeavours to kill bint- 
felf, but being prevented by his Servant, he 
links into an Excefs of filent Sorrow, and, 
while he weeps, calmly deliberates on the 
Means he fhould ufe to die in the Monument 
with Juliet. 

The Tranflator makes Romte, upon rcceive- 
ing the fatal News, refolvc immediately to 
poifon himfelf ; and for that Purpofc Remee 
diirembles his Affli^ion, and tells his Servant 
he will go and walk about the Streets oiAdatt- 
tua to divert himfelf; but his real Defign is to 
procure fome Poifon, which having purchafed 
of a poor Apothecary, he goes immediately to 
Verana. 

Shahfpear has here copied the Tranflator 
cxaaiy, and m;ikes Romea in the Midft of 
his Affliflion for the Death of his Wife, and 
while the horrible Defign of killing himfelf 
was forming in his Mind, give a ludicrous 
Detail of the mirerablc Furniture .of a poor 
Apothecary's Shop ; a Defcription, however 
beautiful in Itfelf, is here fo ill timed, and fo 
inconliftent with the Condition and Circuit- 
ftances 
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ftances of the Speakerj that we catinot help 
being fhocked at the Abfurdityj though we 
admire the Beauty uf the Imagination. 

There appears (o much ContrivaiKe aiid 
Method in Romee'i Defign of buying Poifon, 
and going to t^mna to drink it i n the Monn- 
menC of his ^yife, that he might expire near 
iitr, that we can hardly fuppofe it to be the 
fpontaneous EfFeft of a fuddcn and furious 
Tranfport of Grief. In the Original therefore 
we fee him not taking this Rcfolution till the 
firft violent Sallies of his Sorrow are abated; 
till after, in a fudden Tranfport of Dcfpair* 
be had inefe^tually endeavoured to fall upon 
his Sword ; but while he forms that ^tally re- 
gulated Deflgn, he is diflbWed in Tears, and 
plunged in a calm and filent Excefs of Sor- 

The French Tranflator makes Hamea, when 
he breaks open the Monument wKtrc Juliet 
lies, command <hts Servant to be gone anjj 
leave him alone, fiercely menacing him with 
Death if he difobeys. 

£^;^^^k«ar does more thanimitatchim here : 
(or in' the Play Rarneo injudiciouHy adds aRea- 
Iba for that Command^ which fo far from 
forcing Obedience, ought rather to have pre- 
vented it. 

" The Time and my Intents are favage wild j 
More fierce, and more inexorable far 
Than empty Tygers, or the roaring Sea." 

Yet RameOt a Few Lines above in the fame

-ta; entreats his Pardon for difpofing of him- 
telf without confulting hiiDj provides luiid- . 
Iboiely for all his Servants, particularly Jus 
Confident, Pietro; and earnellly «ntrejits dut 

.he may be interred in the Mooument with 
yuiiftj where be goes to die. 

This done, taking the letter and Poifon 
with him, jhegoes to Verofia, opens the Mo- 
iiument by the Help of Pietro, and dffiring-hilM . 
to watch in the Church-yard' left any Perfon 

.fiiould .furprize him,' he defcends . into tbe 
Vault i there, after tenderly :g3zing on hit 
Wife, and giving fQrac Mqnients to the 
Tears ^ndComplaijits which that fad Objeft 

.drew from him, hedrinlcsoft'ihC-Poifoni ,uien 

.afceodij^ a few Steps, and Ieiuu«g on.the£ide

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of the Monument, he calls his Servant ; tells

Leave of him, defcenas again into the Vault, 
and claTping the Body of his Wife in his 
Arms, calls out to i*;Vfr« to dofe the Monu- 
ment upon him, and leave him to expire. 

There is fomething extremely affefling in 
this determined, yet calm, and (if the Ex- 
pieffion may be permitted} gentle Defpair of 
Jtamegy in ^e Original : His defiring to have 
the Monument clofcd upon him, while he is 

Sali\e, that he may expire in the Arms of 
bdavcd falitt, is alfo beautifully pathetic, 
and conflftent with that violent Pailion he had 
for her when living. 

Rtmee, in the Frmcb and Englifli Tranfla- 
flatimis, dies before Juliet awakes,, and the 
Fttar and Ptter enters the Monument the fame 
Moment that he expires; then y«/r>f awaking, 
^K^ pTtfii her to )«ive the Monument, but &a 
r^fi&ii^, and tbey both being alarmed at the 
Approw^ of fome Soldiers,cowardIy run away, 
and Jt£tt, left alone, ftabs herfetf with a Dag- 

Shake/^tar has copied all thefe Circumflan- 
cts from the Tranflator. Rsmtt dies in the 
■ Hw before 5^A'rf awakes; the Friar fearing 
M be difcovcred by the Watch, as he calls it, 
but there is no fuch EHahliflimmt in any of 
At Cities of Itafy, prcfTes her to leave the 
Monument; fhcrefufes; he runs awayj and 
Ok ftabs herfelf with Rvmt's Dagger. 

in Bandelby while the dying Hufband is 
b»tding her lifetcb Body, as lie fuppofes, in his 

Vol. I. F Aims, 
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Arms, snd ihedding his. laft Tears for hei 
Death, ILc awakes ; flic opens her £jes, gazes 
on him, and entreats him to carry her out of 
the Munument. 

Ranut is for fomc Moments lofl' in a Traa- 
fport of Surprize and Joy to lee her alive, 
but re&eiEting that he is poifoned, that he muft 
fliortly Jic and leave her, his Agonies return 
with double Force: How pathetically does he 
complain of his miferable Dcftiny ! With 
what tender Extaly does he congratalate her 
Return to Life ! With what aftc^ng Sorrow 
lament his approaching Ueaih, which muft 
tear him from her J rof is the AftoniOiment, 
the Grie^ and wild Dcfpair of the wretched 
^M/tftlefs heautLfully imagined. 

The Speech of Ramea to the dead Body of 
Tibbald is very moving, 4ad expreBive of the 
Genciieners and Candour of his Difpofkipo: 
His finkii^ from the Arms of his Wife when

Had Sbaieji^ar evti kcnthe Italian Aat}tory 
tfadeth-ildngBeaiUtes would not haveefcaped 
him ; and, if by copying the Tranllation only, 
he has given ub a very afiWiing Tragedy, 
wliat might WQ.not have expected, had he 
-dtawn his HinM firom the SewtiAil Original. 

How little Shakt/pear o^ved to bis own I»- 
vemion in hi&Tn^edy of Remee and Juliet^ 
may be fcen by contparing that Play with the 
foregoiag Novel: What Variations he has 
tnatkr he was led int© l^ copying from the 
Frmch Tranflation, or peiiiaps from the £71- 
ji^onc, in ^^Palaet of Pliefure^ which is 
Steral from the Ffenih ; and fmce it is prrtty 
dear he did not underftand the Italla»y it ib 
^l»fate he took many more of his Plots from, 
that Book, in whkh a gre« Number of the 
itaiitm Novels ve tranflatcd ; fomc fioni 
■fmeb Tianftttionsi As Ramea and fiUet) and 
-ohess ftom dtconginatiAuthBTG. 

There is net one Incident of Sbai^tarH 
Invention in his Play of Rsmea and Juliet, cx- 
«pt the Death of Parit by Rmieo : This 
Charaftec might have been very well fpared in 
the Drama } his Appearance is of little Ufe^ 
and bis Death ^ ilill lejs, ^tcept to divert 
F z our 
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our CoinpalEon from -the two principa] Peribns 
in the Play, whofe Deaths make up the Ca- 
tallrophe of the Tragedy. 

Parij feems only introduced to fall 1^ the 
Hands of Samea i and why muft our Com- 
paiEon of the utifbrtunate Rmuo be fufpended 
by the undeferved Fate of Parii ? What Ne- 
ceffity is there formalcing Remea, who is all 
dlong reprcfented as an amiable and virtuous 
Chara^er, imbrue his Hands in the Blood of 
an innocent Youth, (whofe Death is of no 
Confequence] juft before be expires ? 

This Incident, however, is the only one of 
the Poet's Invention throughout the PUy: 
The Fable and all die Cbaraaers, except JI4ir^ 
imia were formed to his Hands.

Diftemena, whofe Felicity wholly centered 
in the AiUor, wae tranfported to find the Se^ 
nstte, by the public Dignity they beftowedon

patience. 

The fecret Grief which pr^d on the

with my Life." 

*' Ah ! my deareft Hufband, faid Difitmana, 
wbat I'houghts are thefe which you have fuf- 
fcred to affl)<^ you \ Did you imagine I would 
■cwifent to a SeperatiiMi from you.' How 
Could you wrong my Love fo much .* That 
Love, which, to be with ynu, would Impel me 
to pais even through Flames; well may I then 
tefolve to accompany you to Sea, in a fecurc 
and well mann'd Ship : If there are Dangers 
and Fatigues to be endured, you ftiall not ea- 
durc them alone : I will fhare your Fortune 
whatever it be, and notbingbut Death fliall di- 
vide me from you." 

The Matr^ in a Tranfpwt of grateful 

Tenderneft, throwing his Arms round her

Some little Time after, the necellary Pre- 
parations for their Voy^e being leadfy the 
Jkfeor, with Dijdemma and their Attendants, 
entered aGaiiey, and fet fail for Cj;^^} whi- 
ther, after a pleafant and eafy Voyage, tbe^ 
arrived, together with all the li oices luidcr tbe 
Jllsar'i Command.

The Afcar, continuing to diffemWe his Re- 
fisntmoit* returned her cvaTive Anfwers, wilfk 
which ike was but ill fatisRed ; cnnfcious fte 
bad givrn hlmno Caufe fbr treating her un- 
kindly, (he concluded Poffeffion-had abated 
his Flame, and Di%un had fucceeded to his 
•nc« violent PafRon for her ; full of thefe me- 
lancholy Apprehenfjons, ihe went to the Lieu- 
tenant's Hotrfe, in order tb unbmthen her 
Heart to his Wife, with whom flic'ltved is 
great Familiarity. ' 

** Alas 1 faid ibe, weejilng, as Toon as fbe 
fcw her, I know not what to thii^ of my 
Lord J he, who was once ti\ Lore and Ten- 
dem«fs towards taie, is become fe ahercd with- 
in thefe few Days, that I am perfuaded-be nO 
longer loves ' me ; aoA Ifear I JhaH^rove a 
fadlfjtantple to ^1 young Ladies who prefume 
to many againft the Confents of their Parents?

The Fable Sbaiefpiar found already form- 
ed to his Hands, ioox few Alterations he has 
made in it, and generally for the better.

Othtlla^ a it^wr defcended of Rtnral Blood* 
cmlnmt for hi» great Valour^ and the Services 
be had done the Vemtiam in their Wars, is 
preferred by the Senate to the Government of 
the Ifland of (^pnity which was thrcatned 
with an Invafion by the TV-ij. 

Othtila, being cojnmanded to go immediate- 
ly to his Goveriuncnt, takes with hiitir'at her

her Father. 

lagOt Ancient to Olhelhy being jealous 
that the Moor had had an Intrigue with his 
WifC] and defirous %f procuring the Poft of 
Lieutenant for himfelf, which was pofleficd 
by CaJJiB) a young Officer very dear to the 
Moor, togratify his Rcvengcand Ambition at 
once, he entertains a Defign of making Othello 
jealous of Difdimma and Ca£ia, fo to bring a— 
bout her Death, and the Removal of CaJJie, 

To ciFeift this, by varioui Arts he raifes 
Sufpicions in the Mind of Othello, and to con- 
&Tn them prevails oh his Wife, wiio attend- 
ed Defdetnena-, to fteal a Handerchief which 
the Nloor had given her. 

This Handkerchief he drops iij; Gt^o^s 
Apartment, and Othello accidentally feeing it 
in bis Hand, is convinced of his Wife's In- 
fidelity, orders logo to kill his Rival, promifing 
to make him his Lieutenant in his ftead, and 
bimfelf fmothers Defdimona in her Bed.

Caffifi who before Olbeih'a Death was or- 
dered by the Senate to take upon him the Go-

In Cinthia the Moor is mentioned without 
any Mark of Diftinflion ; Shaiefpear makes 
him defcended from a Race of Kings, his 
Perfon is therefore made more confiderable In 
the Play than in the Novel, and the Dignity 
which the Venetian Senate beftows upon him 
is Jefs to be wondered at. 

In the Play, Cajto, the Perfon of whom 
Othelk is jealous, is reprefented to be a young 
amiable Officer, remarkable for the Agreeable- 
nefs of hia Perfon, and the Swcetncfs of his 
Manners, and therefore likely enough to in- 
Ipire Defdemma with a PafHon for him. 

In the Novel, thcfe Qualities are all atcrib- 
ed to the Villain who betrays the Moor to the 
Murder of hrs Witi:; and the fufpedted Rival 
i( no more than in ordinaty PerTort. 

Cinthit might perhaps think it neceflary to 
'|;tve his Villain a pleafing Perion and infinuat- 
■ ingAOdrefsi inOrdertomakehis Artificeslefe 
fufpefled J but to give Probability to the Jea- 
loufy of the Moor, was it not alfo a; necef- 
Jary to make the fufpefled Rival poUefs feme 
of thofe Qualities with which the Minds of 
Toung Ladies arc foonell captivated. 

Shakejpear therefore paints Cajfia young, 
handfome, and brave ; and Othello, who feeds 
his Jealoufy, by reflefting that hehimfelf is 
neither young nor handfome, by the fame 
Train of Thought falls naturally into a Suf- 
picion, that what he Ides, for want of thofe 
G 4 C^ditiee, 
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Qyalitieti will be gained by KDodter vriiQ pol^ 
iefies them. 

But on the other Hand SbakiSiiarhas taniit 
a veiyill U& of theLieuteiuuitrs Wife. 
, CcM/<U«lhews this Woman privy, mucha- 
It^infi her Will, to the Dclign on DiJ- 
dmuna ; and thoudi ihe dares not dilcover it 
to her, foifcarof aeiHufband'sReTentineat, 
yet Ihe endeavours to put her upon her Guard, 
and givea her Tuch Advice, as ihe thinks will 
' render all his Schemes ineffeAual. 

Shsktfftar calls tluB Woman Emilia, ^d 
makes her the Attendant and Friend ctf 
Defiemcntit yet fhews her ftealiog a Hand' 
kerchief from her, which flie g^vea to her 
Huiband, telling him at thefame Time that 
the Lady mil run mad when ihe mifies it ; 
therefore, if it is not for fome Purpofc of Im- 
portance that he wams it, defircs faim to re- 
turn it Co her again. 

. If her Hufband wants it for any Puipotcof 
Importance, that Purpoie cannot be voy 
good; this Sufpicioii however never entcis 
her Mind, but ine g^vcs it him only upon that 
very Condition, which ought to have made hor 
rcf me it. 

Yet this Womui is the firft whs perceivtt 
OtbelU to be jealous, and rqieats tllis OUei^ 
vatioo to her MiAicfs, upon heehi^ him lo 
often demand the Handkerchief fbe bad ftolen, 
and Ay into a Rage when he finds his Wift 
cannot produce it. < 

Emilia Monounces htm jealous, perceives - 
the Lois of diat fatid Hanucerchief, conliRiiB 
ivmeSulpicioas he badcntertained, and though 
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iKtflovtiS^wMiftrerstoExccft, cliu&a rather 
to let her ftiffer all the bad Confequences of 
bis Jealoitlyj than confefe £he had talcen the 
Hancllteichief, which might have Tet all right 
a^^ii; ii|id y«t this JABie WoBMn> who could 
aa &i bale and cruel a Part againll her Mif* 
tielj, has no greater Care in dying, than to 
be laid by her Sid^. 

Mr. Mymer, In his Critic! liois on this Pli^> 
fcvereiy cenrurei the Charaiters as wdl as the 
Fable, and Condu£t of the Incidents. . 

That of EmUa though mora inconfiflent 
than any, he has taken no Notice of; and 
moll of the Charges he brings ^ainft the 
others have little or no Foundation. 

The Charader of lage^ fays this Critic, is 
agunlt common Seiife aod Nature. ** Shakf 
*' fpear would pafs upon us a dofe^ dilTem^. 
" bling, falfe, infinuating Rafcal, inftead of 
" an open-hearted, frank plain dealing Sol- 
" dierj a Qiarafterconftantlywfctnby then*

The SoMien ue mdeed greatly obli^ ti^ 
V^tMyrner for this Aflertion,biit though it may 
in general be true* yet furdy it is not abfurd 
tofiq)poie that fome few Individuals amongft 
them may be clole diAembling Villains. 

/a^avvas aSoldier,itIstiue, bulhewasAlfo' 
aa hallati ; he wu bom in a Countiy remark- 
able for t^c diwp Art, Crudty» and icvenge&il 
Temper of its Inhabitants. Tohavepainwd 
an Iialiaa injured, or under a Sufptcion of be- 
u^ injured, <utd not to have ibewn him k- 
G $ veiigef4t]» 
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vengeful* would have twen miAaking his Cha- 
ncer. 

It is with judice indeed that Mr. Rymr 
condemns Shah/pear for that unhccclTary- and 
diabolVcal Cruel^ he makes lage guilty^ of in 
ui^ing OthiUa to Ae Murder of the innocent 
Lady who had never olFended him ; his Point 
was gained by making Olhell» jealous, and 
procuring his Confent to the Death of Ca£iat 
whoftoi^ in his Way to Preferment: But 
the Murder of Dejdenuna was fuch an Excels 
of wanton Cniel^, that one can hardly con- 
ceive it poflible a Man could be fo tranrcend> 
ently wicked. 

Clnthio indeed makes /aga net only urge 
Othelle to the Murder of his Wife, but is him- 
fclf the Perpetrator of it ; this feems ftill more 
abfurd ; but he tells us, that he had been vio- 
lently in love with D'ifdtmma<, and the Indif- 
ference ihe had difcovered towards him con-

Sbaktjpiar injudicioufly copies Clnlhio in

- The Chara<£ler of Dtfdtmona fares no bet- 
ter in Mr, ^_jwwt's Hands, than that of /orfj 
ber Love for the Moor, he fays, is out of Na- 
lufc, 

- Such AfFe6lions are not very common in- 

■ ideed } but a very few Inftanccs of them pruve^ 
that they are not impoffible \ and even in Eng- * 
(""d we fee fomc very handfome Women 
married to Blacks, where their Colour is !efs 
familiar than at FmUe ; befides the Italian La- 
idies are remarkable for fuch Sallies ofirre- 
.gular PafiHons. 

CinihU, it is true, {ayst that Di/demona was 
not overcome by a womanifh Appetite, but 
leprefcnts her, as Shukefpear does likewife, 
fubdued by the great Qiiahties of the Moor. 

Courage in Men has always had an invin- 
cible Cbaim for the had:\cs ; Defdemena S.A- 
G 6 mired 
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tntied the Moot for hh Valour, and die Tran- 
fitioR from ratrcmc Admiration to Love is' 
very f^y in > female Mind. 

Mr. Rymer «lledgca, that Shaiefptar makes 
tiefdettana a Senator's Daughter inftead of a 
fijnplc Citizen ; and this he imputei to him 
as a Fault, whtdi is perhapi a great biftance 
cf his Judgment. 

There 13 Icfs Improbabilitf in fuppofing a 
noble Lady, educated in Sentiments fuperior 
to die Vi^gar, Ihould fall in love with a Man 
merely fw the Qualhics of his Mind, than 
that a mean Citizen fiiottld be poflefied i^ fudt 
exalted Ideas, as to overlook the Difparity of 
Years and Complexion, snd be enamoured of 
Virtue in the Perfon of a Moor. 

Ho\^vcr, it is not true, that 5^7i(/^Mr has 
changed a fimple Citizen into a Lady (A Qua- 
lity, iincc Dtfdemona in the Novel is men^ 
tinned as a Woman of hig^ Birth.

I have alw^ underftood Man to .be the 
pMeft Animal of God's Creatioa j and tlu^ 
the Woman ')u4ds the next Place i if Man 
^urefore, a* he is generally believed, and 
fRnrct I^ his Faculties, is the nearefl to Per- 
icdion, be nnift certaiidy be cndovred with 
more Firmnefi and Coofiancy than the Wo- 
man, who ii umvedally allowed to be a £ckle 
jnd vari»Ue Qreatiuie; y«;t finceMan, with 
all his Firmnefi and Confiancy cannot rcfift 
thofc Defires which make him fcek the Pof- 
feffion of any one that [deales him, how canft 
thou hope that a Wtxnan, changeable and lut- 
find by Nature, Qtould be able to rcM the 
Force (^ IntreatirSf Praifts, Gifts, and a 
Thoi^and other Tcmputians, wiUt which

*' It fignifies- nothing difptiting, repKed 
Banuibo, (greatly dlfturbed ) Words prove 
nothing at a!Ij but finc« you ftylhat no Wo- 
man is able to refift Soil i citations, and are fb 
CMifidentjoTyouf own Power with the Sex, that 
you are atiblutely certain you can corrupt my 
Wife, I am trilling to lofe my Head if you 
fucceed in -your Attempts upon her Chaftit^, 
and if you do not, you fhall lofe -i Thoiifaild 
Florins of Gold to me." 

*' I know not, returned Amhrogtuoh, al- 
Tcady fired at his Propofition, what I Should 
do with your Head if you loH it to me, but 
if yaa axe wilting to have a Proof of what I 
have maintained, do you lay iiveThoufand 
FloriiMof Gold {which ought to be lefs dear 
to you than your Head) againft.a Thoufand of 
mine, and I will oblige myfelF to go to GatMy

Sieuranna, who had already made AmhrS' 
rjuolo recount to the Sultan the Story he had 
Jrft told him, and which had plcafed him great- 
ly, finding it now a proper Time to execute 
his Intention, fmce Bernabe was arrived, took 
an Opportunity to entreat the Sultan to give 
Orders, that Amiragiueh and Bernaba fliould 
be brought before him; and tomal[£^nj^i>- 
giuglsy by Menaces (if he would not by gcnde 
Methods) declare, if what he had boafrco con- 
cerning the Wife of Bemaha was true. 

The Sultan confentcd j and the two Mer- 
chants being brought before him, hecotnmand- 
ed AmbrBghab, with a threatening Counte- 
nance, to confc& truly, how he had won Ac 
five thoufanij Florim of Bemah. 

AmhrBgiuola feelnghis Friend Siairanno (\riio 
was prefent) loolc upon him with ragefiil Eyes, 
and threatening him with the moil honid Tor- 
ments if he did not reveal the Truth ; prefled 
on every Side, and fuppofing the worft ConJe- 
quence of his Confeffion would be the Reftitu- 
tion of the Money and the Things, he re- 
lated the whole Affair juft as it happen«} ; 
and having finifhcd- his Narration, Sicuranne, 
as invefled with Authority by the Sultan, 
tutned to BiTnahQ^ and afked him *' wtiat 
Puntfhment 
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Ponifliment he had inflifled upon hi* Wife on 
A<xount of that Lye i" 

*' Sir, replied Bemabt, being inflamed with 
K^eforthe Lofs of my Money, and the Dif- 

Face my Wife's Infamy had brought upon me* 
ordered a Servant to murder her, and, ac- 
cording to his Report, he did fo, and hei Body 
was foon after devoured by Wolves." 

Thefc Fafls thus laid open before the Sultan, 
and ail that were prefent, who could not ima- 

Sine what was to be the End offuch an £xami<- 
ation, Sicuranns, addreiling himfclf to the 
Suhan, faid : 

" My Lord, you may plainly perceive by 
their Confeffions, what Re^bn thii good Wo- 
inin had to glory in a Lo^-cr aiid a Hufband* 

■' The Lover by an in^unoua FalOwod rsba 
her of her Honour, ddtroyi her Fame, and 
^Hvea her of herHulbsnd ; and theHuftnuil 
^ving more Credit te die Fal&oodj of othen 
dun to the often experienced Truth of hi* 
Wife, commands her to be murtered, and hor 
itoA Body to be devoured by Wohes j and 
fo gr^t is the Affeflion which diis Lover «n4 
•Huftand bore her, that they both continuti 
with her a long Time, and neither «f them dif* 
covered her. 

" That you may be able therefore to know ■ 
thio clearly, and give to each the Reward they 
have Rierieed, gtant me the Favour I am going 
tohn|Joreofyott, whtchisto[ardoB the De- 
reived and punifh the Deceiver, and I wHI 
*en make th e injured l^idy hcrfcif come into 
yourPrefeowi" _ 

H 4- ■■■■ Tht 
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TTie Sultan, always difpofed to complj' with 
any Requefi of Sicurannt's, granted this im- 
mediately, and dcfired bim to make the Lady 
come. 

Btrneboy who firmly belic\'ed his Wife to 
be dead, was greatly aftoniflied at this Propo- 
iition ; and yfrnbrepuiiio b^an now to appre- 
hend he fhouM Kiifer fometbing woife than 
|>ayii]g back the Money. 

Sicuranm being thus afTurcd of having her 
Requeft granted oy the Sultan, caft hedelf at 
the Feet of that Monarch ; the Tears fail 
Dreaming down her Chcelu, and lofing with 
her afltimed mafculine Voice, the Ddire of 
spearing mafculine, fpoke in this Manner. 

"My Lord, in me behold the injured, the 
unhappy Zinevra, who, through tnc wicked 
Falfh<x>ds of that Trutor AmlrrtgiutU, have 
been obliged to wander miferably through the 
World in the Form of a Man, and by thi> 
cnid Hufband doomed to be murdered and d^ 
voured by Wolves. 

Then opening her WuHcoat, Oie difcovered 
tier Bofom, 1^ which the Sultan, and all who 
were prefent, knowing her to be a Woman,- 
-vere fiilcd with Afloniihment and Compaf- 
.flOIU 

Zintvra dien turning to Ambngtiukt fierce- 
ly demanded of him. '* when it was he had 
Icduced her Virtue as he had once openly 
boafted i" 

^mSngitabf who now knew her, and was 
Uruck dumb with Kiame and Feart uifweied 
■otbing. Tt«

The Sultan, who always believed ber to be 
a Man, was fo ^^ailhcd at what he now Taw 
and heard, that, for fome Moments, he knew 
not irfaetlier all was not a Dream ; but his 
Wondo- cealinff, he began to praife, with the 
higheft Expieffions of Efteem, the Virtue, 
Conftancy, and unblameable Manners of Z;- 
luvTBt and gave Orders to have her m^nili- 
cxQtlydreilin afemaleHabit, appointed wo- 
men to attend her, and, as he had promifedt 
pardoned the deceived Hufl>and Beniai*y who 
Jailing at the Feet of his Wife, entreated her 
alfo with Tears to forgive him. 

Ziiuvra raifed him up, and kindly afliuing 
him that Ihe would forget all that was pall, 
duew herfelf into his Arms, and as her Htif- 
band embraced him tenderly. 

The Sultail then commanded JnArtgtuob

foon after arrived, extremely rich, and weie 
received with great Honours by their Citizens t 
H j efpcclally 
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erpeci^j Aii^nna ZtnewBi who had been 
thought dead by^ every one, and who, from 
that Time till her Death, lived in the higheft 
Reputation for Course, Conilancy and Vir- 
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Obsbkvatioks an the Ufi Shakefpexr Arl 
maje af thifiregaing Navti at hit Ttagafy ef 
Cymbeline. 



/TIHE Plot of the fcn^goinjE Novd fonm 
Jl (Hie of the Anions of ShaieJpeMr't 
Iragedy, calkd CfnAeline ; I ixj one of ttw 
Adioiu, bccaufe this Play, with hts ufual Ix* 
ngtilarity, is cumpofed of three or four dif- . 
fereirt ones. 

He has copied all thofe Circumllances from 
Bsccacia, that were neceflary to ferve his De- 
tign ; bat he has entirely changed the Sce'ne> 
the Charo^ers, and the Manners ; and that 
be has done fo g^tly for the wotft* is I 
tlutik eafy to prove. 

Beccaccia introduces fomeyoung Merchanti 
in a Tavern, where two of them, being heated 
by Wine, lay a fantaftical Wager ; one thu 
his Wife was abfolutdy chafte, and not to be 
corrupted by any Methods whatever. 

The other, that fbe was frail like the ;eft 
of the ScK ; and that to prove it, he would 
prevail upon her in a very fiiortTiinc toviolace 
fan Faith to her Hufl»nd/ 

Shakefptar 
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Sbakt^tar makes the Lady in Queftion^ 
not the Wife of a Merchant, but the Heirds 
of a great Kingdom. 

The Hufband, who Isys fo indilcreet a 
W^er, not a (iiiiple Trader intoxicated with 
Liquor, but a youne, noble, though unfor- 
tunate Hero, whom, for the extraordinan' Qua- 
lities of his Mind and Ferfon, die Prinrafs 
bad fecrctrjr married. 

And' the Scenes, inftead of a Tavern in 
Paris, and the Houfe of a private Family in 
die Court of Britain, and the Chamber of the 
Princefs. 

To this injudicious' Change of the Charac- 
ters is owing all the Abfurditie^ of thJs Part 
of SlKiie^a/»P\ot ; he has giien the Man- 
ners of a TradcTman's Wife, and two Mer- 
chants intexicatcd with Liquor, to a ^cat 
Princds, an EngUJh Hero, and a noUe 
Roman. 

The King, enraged at Ptftbmmu for dar- 
ing to marry his Dau^ter, contents himfdf 
with only fending him into BanUhment, and 
pre^ the Princefs to take fov another HuT- 
band a Man whom fiie detefls, while her 
firfl is only divided from her by a very inCoa- 
£derable DiAancc, and while there is a Proba- 
1>ility of meeting him again. 

Since be was fo refolutely bent upon mak- 
ing her marry the flupid Son of his fecond 
Wife, furely it would have more facilitated 
Iiis DeTtgn, to have either taken away the 
JUfe of Pefihumutt or kept him in a flriA 
and feaet Confinement and by that Means 
hare 
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bm deprived dw Princera of ill Hope of ever 
feMne him % but Ptfthmmu muft only be ba- 
nifhra to ifikke Way for the fcandaloiu 

This adoring and obliged Hufband of a 
beautiful and virtuous Princels, no fooner ar- 
rives at Hmtty but he engages in a ridiculous 
Difpute concerning the Beauty, Wit, and 
Chaftity of his Lady t and tamely fufFers one 
of his Roman Frienik, to maintain that fhc 
was as liable to be comipted as any. other of 
her Sex. 

The Difpute growing warm, the Reman 
eogjages to take a Journey to Britain, and 
corrupt the Oiaftity of the Princefs, which, 
if be accompliflies, Pejibumus is to reward 
Vim -with the Ring that Ike had given hion at 
parting ; and to facilitate his Ddign, writes 
aLettcrtothePrlncefa, rccommendingj^aci&/jn« 
to her as one of his moft valued Friends. 

l/WiifiRff accordingly arrives in £r/&»'ff, de- 
livers his Letter to the Princefs, and is very 
kindly received. 

It mufi be obTerved that the Princefs is 
ibi&Iy gparded by the King's Orders, and 
tbis is very natural, flnce be intended to fotcs 
ber to, many iier ftupid Step-brother. 

But how comes it that this confined Princefs, 
guarded by her Father's Guards, and watched 
by her Mother-in-law's Spies, fliould be able 
to give an Audience to a foreign Stranger, 
who comes from the very Place where her li»- 
ailhed Hufltand reitdes i 

We 
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We Tec rio Stratagem made ufe of to eloAe 
the Vigilance of ner Guards) no Bribe) 
given to buy the Sccrefy of Spies. 

The Friend of her bantflied Hulband is 
introduced by his Confident, who though 
known to be fo, both by the King, Queen, 
and Rival of Pofifiumui, is ftill permitced to 
attend her. 

This is not indeed very probable, but it is 
abfolutely neceflary for the Plot, becaufe this 
faithful Confident is to carry the Princcfi af- 
terwards into a dark Wood, in order to kiU 
her, by his Mafter'a Orders. 

So the Story goes in Bxcaccia, fo alfo goes 
the Plot in the Tragedy. 

There is only this fmall Difference, riiat 
in Stceacia it is a private Gcntlcwotnan, \rho^ 
attended with one Servant, rides a fmall Jour- 
ney to meet her Hulband at his Countrr 
Houfe. 

But in Sbahfptari it is the Heirefs of a 
great Kingdom, Who notwithftandtng her 
Guards, the Dignity of her Station, and 
Wcaknefs of her S«£, rides Poft wMi one 
Man Servant to a Sea-port Town, foraftiort 
View of herHufband. But of this hereafter. 

Let us fee how "Jachimo begins his Court- 
fliip to this great Princefs : After having infi- 
nuated into ner Bofom fome jealous Sufpici- 
ons of her flufband's Conftancy, he goes on 
to pi-aifc her Beauty familiarly enough, confi- 
dcring he had but a few Minutes Acquaint- 
ance with ber Highnels. 

Then 
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T^en be^ Leave to " dedicate himfelf to 
Ikt fweet Plcafitre," and iuppofing the Bar- 
gain concluded, offers to kifi her. 

The Princefs cidls Pi/anh, her Hufl»nd's 
CtMifidentj he happens not to be- within heat- 
ing; and this Is very convenient, for there ti 
a Neceffity for a long Converfirtion to mde 
all right again, for the fccond Part of Jachim^* 
Stratagem. 

Her Highnefs then tumi to her impudent 
Galbnt, tells him, " if he had been honour- 
aUe he would not have fought fuch a bafe End 
of her," and that (he " difilaias him aad the 
Devil alike." 

The Gallant upon this Lucretia-like De- 
nial, changes his Note, praifes the Virtue and 
Conftancy of her Hulband, and aflUres her, 
be only made this Attempt on her Ctuftity, 
in order to try if flie was really as pure as flie 
waa believed to be. 

Her Highnefs is pacifted, proficfies faetfelf 
bia faithful Friend, and ol&irs him all her In- 
tereft in the Court. 

Jachimo waves this princely Offer ; but de- 
fires her to allow him to put a Clieft of Goods 
under her Care for wie Night, to which the 
Princefs confenting, aflures him his CheA 
ball be placed in her own Bed-Chamber. 

Upon this Expedient the whole Plot turns. 

'Jachime, concealed in the Cheft, furnifhes 
himfelf like^mJrfl^/Ku/o, with Pnxifs of his bar- 
ing difbonoured the Lady, and, returnlngto 
ftjibttmut, dedarci he has won the Wager. 

Peftbumus, 
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PofihumuSf fatisficd with his Proof, thoi^ 
the Honour of a Princefa, and of a PrinccJs 
who loved him to Diflra£tioti, was in Quef- 
tion, difpitches Orders to his Servant to kill 
her; and to give him an Opportunity to exe- 
cute his Commands> writes to the Princefi 
that he is at Mitfard-Hevtn, fuppofing that 
this Intelligeace will bring her immediately to 
meet him. 

To pais l^ the Abfurdity of fuppofine a 
mat Princels, guarded by an incenfed Fa- 
ther, and the jealous Vif^lance of adefigmng 
Step-Mother, IbouU ha able to leave the 
Court, and ride like a Market-Woman 
with a fuigle Attendant to meet him ; what 
Rcafon had he to expcA fuch a dange- 
rous Proof of Affc£Uon from a Woman, 
n4io had- (a calily been prevsuled upon to 
violate the Faith ine had lately given him ? 

The Wife of Benaha the Merchant 
mi^t indeed find it neceflary to keep herfdf 
unfufpe&ed fay her Hufband,.iince her Hap- 
{unefi depended upon hit believing her vir- 
tuous. 

But the Prince&'s Conftaocy to Pafibatma 
was the Caufe of her Di^ce ; by marrying 
CiWn flie might regain her Liberty, and con- 
fequently have better Opportunities of follow- 
ing her private Intrigues. 

fiut what Inducement could She have for 
incurrii^ the Refentmcnt of the King her 
Father, only to feem conftant to a banifhed 
Man, whom flic wai diibonouring in pri- 
vate ? 

Her 
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Ha Conftzncy to Pa^hiumi! in Defiance of 
her Father's Anger, could only be the Effeft 
of a violent PalBon for him { but her aban- 
doning herielf to a loofe Intrigue with his 
Friend, was ablblutcly inconliAcnt with her 
Love for him. 

U Poftbumut then believed her unchafte, 
he co.u1d not poffibly expc& £be would endea- 
Tour to prefcrve the Icaft Appearance of Fi- ^ 
delity, fince it was her Intereft to abandon 
him puUicly, much lels endanger her Per- 
kn by fo extraordinary an £fle£t of Love and 
Obedience as that he required of her. 

The i^^ured Princcfs however is unpatienC 
to be on Horfeback, {he whips out of die 
Palace in a Minute, and palles invifibly, w« 
caonot help fuppofin^t though there is no In- 
chanGnent in die Cafe, through the midfl of 
bet Attendants and Guards, and gallops awajr 
to meet her Hufband. 

When fhe arrives in die deftincd Wood, 
Pifimit acquaints her with the Orders he had 
icceived to kill her, and his fixed Refolutioa 
net to obey them. 

llic Prtncefi indeed puts a very pertinent 
Queflion to him. 

Aw, Wherefore dien 
[Kdft undertake it? why haft thou abufed 
Somany Miles, with aPretencef this Place ? 
Mine AQion ? and thine own ? out Horfet 

labour. 
The Time inviting diee f the perturb'd Court, 
For my being abfcnt ? whereunto I never 

' Purpofe 
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Purpofe return. Why haft thou gone (b far 
To be unbent when thou haft ta'cn thy Stand, 
Th' eleded Deer before thee? 

Shaiefpear no doubt forcfaw his Readers 
would aflc this Queftion if the Princefs did 
not, but though he found it an eafy Matter to 
make Pifanio fatisfy her as to that Particular, 
the Reader is not fo eafily anfwered. 

For why indeed did he bring her into fo 
/hocking a Situation, if he refcived not to 
murder her ? Why did he not acquaint her 
with the cruel Orders of her Hufband while 
fee was in her Father's Palace \ 

If it was a bold and hazardous AfHon to 
quit the Court in fuch a ftrange Equipage, to 
have a (hort Conference with a fatthful Hof- 
band, why miift fee cxpofc hcrfclf to fo emi- 
fientaDanger, only tobetoldof theCftldty 
and Injuftice of rfiat Husband f 

But the Truth is, fhe has a great many 
ftrange Adventures to come yet, andtheu 
muft be brought about at thcExpenceof Pro- 
bability. 

But what Refolution does the Hcirds of 
Britain take after being told that her Husband, 
believing her to be an Adultcrefs, had ordered i 
her to be killed. - 

One would ima^ne, riiatfullof a jufi-Dil^ 
dain for fo vtlc and fcandalous a Sufpicton, 
the Pride of injured Virtue, affronted Dignity^ 
and Rage of ill requited Love, would hav« 
carried her bact to the Court, there by dif- 
claiming all future F^th a^ Tendcrnds for 
the 
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tBe unworthy Pefthumus, reftore hericif to the 
Afie^on of her Father, and all the Rights of 
her royal Birth. 

No, fiieonly weeps, complains, reproaches 
a little, and then rcfolves to drefs herfelf in the 
HaWt of a Boy, and wander a-foot to procure 
a Service. 

Here Shake/pear drops Boccacdii,zf«i having 
iervilely copialfrom him all the Incidents which 
compofe this Part of the Plot of CymhtUni \ 
but by changin* the Scene and Chara^rs 
has made thefe Incidents ibfurd, unnatural, 
ind improbable. 

The reft of theWajr isequdlyinconfiftent, 
and if Sbahfpear Invented here for himfcH, hii 
Imaginztion is in ^is one Inllance iull at 
Iwl as his Judgment. 

His Princefi forgetting tiiat fte had put on 
Boy's Qoaihs to b« a Spy upon the A^om 
of her Husband, commences Cook to two 
young Forrefters and thcff Father, w4io live h\ 
a Cave ; and we are tokl how nicety Ibc fauccd 
flic Broths. 

Guid. *' But his neat Cookery ! 

Aru. He cut our Roots in Qiarad^rs, 
And fauc'd our Broth, as Jtmo had been ficfc,' 
And he her Dieter. 

Ceruinly Ais PrinCefe had a moft oecono- 
mical Education ; however fhc is to change 
her Situation, fecm dead, be buried, and come 
to Life ag^n, and hire hcrfelf to a new 
Maficr." 
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To brinE all this about, Sbakejptar (nsttes 
her drink a Potion, lefembling that of JuUtfi 
in its EfFeifb ; this Potion is tempered by the 
Queen's Phyfician, whom Ox had defucd to 
prepare her a Poiibn. 

Pifanh being in the Queen's Apartment 
when the Drug was br'ought in, loolted ear- 
neftlyat it, which the Queen obferving, delir- 
ed him to accept of it, telling him it was a 
fine Cordial. 

The Phyfician, who is by, whifpers Pifimitt 
that the Queen having delired him to prepare 
her fome mortal Poifon, he had given her a 
Drug, which would only make the Perfon 
that drank of it fall ititg a Sleep, rdcmbUng 
Death. 

One would think PifanU was fufficicntly 
warned, yet we find him giving this Drug to 
thePrincefewhen helcftherinSeWood, af- 
furiiut her it was a rich Cordial g^ven him by 
the Queen, and intreatii^ her to drink Jbme 
of it when ihe was fick. 

This Blunder however produces a great 
many other Events; Imogen thought to be 
dead, is buried by the young Forefters (who are 
her Brothers, though imknowii)in the Wood. 

Clotfn follovrs thePrincefs withanlntention, 
as he declares, " to ravifh her, and then kick 
her back to Court," and is dilguifcd in the 
Cloaths of Pefthmnuii though there is no other 
Reafon for his being thus dllguifed, but only 
that the Princcfs may afterwards fuppofe him 
Peflhumui when dehnds him dead. Being af- 
terwards killed by the Brothers of /ffu^m, one 
of them cuts ofFhis Head, and buries him t>eG<}e 
thefuppoTed Youth. It 
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It may feem a ItttJe fliockingfor a generous 
yoiuig Man, a Prince, though he did not luiow 
afhimrelf, to cut olFtiie Head of his Enemy, 
it ter having killed him ; but his Head muft be 
cut off, oi elfe how could Imagen millakc him 
for her Lord? 

The Princefs awaking from her Trance, 
fuppofes fhe is travelling to ATilford-Havm^ 
and cries, " Ods pittikens, is it fix Miles 
yy?" recovering her Sen^ perfedHy, and 
feeing a hcadlefs Man lying near, dreil in the 
Cloaths of Poflhumus, (he laments over him, 
believing him to be her Hufband. 

This is indeed a very pathetic Diftrefs ; but 
trbat does the unhappy ^eirefs of Britain do, 
now Qic thinks her Hufband is killed? Why 
I flie accepts the Poft of Page to the Enemy of 
[ her Father and Country ; who, with a hoftitc 
Army, is wafting the Kingdom, over which, 
by Right of Birth, (he is to reign. 

But why does the Princefs difgracc her Sex 

and Dignity by accepting fo fcandalous an 

I Employment ? Is it the Fear of Death from 

i the Romans p No, certainly there is ho fuch 

Thing threatened. 

Belides, a Lady, fond to Dlflraftion of a 

Hufband whom fhe finds lying murdered by 

her, can hardly be fuppofed fo attentive to 

hec own Danger in thole difl:refsful Moments 

■ as to provide fo cunnningly for her Safety. 

However, the Princels, full of Defpair as 

(he is, drefTes up a clever Tale in a Tiicc ; 

invents a Name for her murdered Hufband t 

^ herfelf his Page: fays he was ilaia by 

Moun- 
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Mountaineers ; and expreJIcs her Feacs dut 
Ihe Ihould never get lb good a Mafler. 

Bereupon Lkcius ukes her to be his Page ; 
and her Higliners goes oSyay well contented 
with her Situation. 

It would be an endlels Talk to take Ng^' 

of all tlie Abfurdiclcs in the Plot, and uiuiatu- 
. ral Manners in the Charaiaers of this Play. 

Such as the ridiculous Story of the King's 
two Sons being ftolen in their Infancy from the 
Court, and bred up in the Mountains of Wales 
till they were twenty Years of Age, 

Then, at their firft E% in Arms, thcfe 
Striplings flop the King's Army, which is 
flying from the victorious Remans, oblige them 
to face their Enemies, and gain a cooipleat 
Viaory. 

With Inconfiflencies like thefe it every 
where abounds ; the whole CDndu^ of the 
Flay is abfurd and ridiculous to the lafi De- 
gree , and with all the Liberties Shatefpeor hat 
taken with Time, Place and Aftion, the Sto- 
ry, as he has managed it, is more impiobablc 
tiian a Fairy Tale. 

As Mr. Pope obferves, little more than the 
Names in this Play is hiftorical. 

HolUagJhead fajs in his Chronicle, ** that 
Cymbelint was in fuch Favour with Augujlus 
defar, whom he had ferved in the Wars, that 
he left him at Liberty either to pay or not to 
^ay his Tribute, as he pleafed ;" which Cir- 
cumAaoce is thus ufed by ibakejpiar, 

jtuguftttS 
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Jugufiui fends to demand the Payment of 
the Tribute which had been, by the wicked 
Counfels of the King's fecond Wife, neglefted : 
CymbtUnt, according to the Queen's Directions, 
refiifes to pay it: Hereupon War is declared ; 
an Army of Romans comes into Britain ; the 
King's Forces are put to Flifiht ; but being 
rallied, and led on again by two Boys in a nar- 
row Lane, they give the Renums a total De- 
feat, and take their General Prifoner ; and 
after this Viflory the King pays the Tribute 
which he bad boTore fo peremptorily refufed.

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cither of his Invention or Judgment, fioee, It 
the Tame Time that they growoiitof thoTe he 
found formed to his Hano, yet they grow like 
Excrefcences, and xre eqoally tildefe and difr 
agreeable. 

Th« fuppored Dead] of Gilrtta, as flie b 
called in the I^ovet* or Hehui, as the is named 
in the Play, is wholly an Invention of 
Shaitffter; yet it produces nothing hut afew 
Ambiguities in the Dialogue, which are ftr 
from entertaining, jind a bafe Su^ncion flf 
the Count's having oiuiderei her, whieb be 
bears with a Tamenefs unbeconiing the Ch»- 
lafler of a brave Soldier and a haughtj No- ! 
bleman. . 

The Cataftrophe of the Story, thongh tk [ 
fame ia the Play as the Novel, yet is veiy 
differently conduced in each: There is mow 
IVubability in the Incidents which lead to it 
in the Novel, and mote Contrivance - in tiwfe 
of the Play. 

The Reconciliation between die Cotintanl 
his Lady is very natural' and al&Airtg in B«- 
tau; in Sheiefp*ar it is toft anridft a Crond 
of perplexing and, in my Opinion^, uninte- 
refting Circumftances. 

T^ Chara^er of the Heroine is more exalt- 
ed in the Original than the Cop/. 

In Bfccace we fee her, after her Marriage 
and the cruel Flight of her Hufband^ taki^ 
the GoverRment of the Province in her own 
Hands, and behaving with fo much Wifdom, 
Prudence and Ma^animity, as acquired hff 
tbe Xxrve and' Efteetn of the Piropfe, who all 
murauied

in not bemg fcnfiUc to fo tmic^ Merit ; nof 
does Ihe endeavour to procure his Affection by 
* Stratagem, till Ok has g^rcn Prooft t^fliie 
deferred it. 

Shate^tar fliews her opprefled with DtT- 
pair at me Abfence of the &)iint, - incapaUe oT 
eit))cr Advice or Confol^tion j giving unne- 
tef&iy Pain to the goodCountefe her Mother- , 
in-bnr (a Chara^r entirely of his own In- 
wniion) by alarming ber widi a pretended- 
Defign of killing herfelf, and by Tome Mecrar 
or other, which we. are not acquainted with, 
gets the Re^or of the Place, to whom fltc had 
Vowed a Pilgrimage, {which by the Way flie 
doQ not perform) to confirm die Report of 
her Death. 

After hating accomplt&ed her Defign ot 
bedding with her Hu&and and procuring the- 
Ring, ihe rides Poft to AforJiiliet-v'nt% the 
Widow and ber Daughter, on Purpafe Co ex- 
pofe her beloved Hufbind to die King's Rc- 
lentment, and the Contempe of all tbo 
Courtienwho wereprefcnlj by makxngDiana 
com[4ain to the King of the Count's having

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< Tfie Dilcovery of her Plot is attended vnth 
qone of thofc affe^lng CircumAanccs we find 
m the (Mginal. 

After having made him endure fo much 
Shame and Afflidtonj fhe haughtily demand] 
his AJFetSion as a Prize (he had lawfully won. 
:\ln BKeMe:QK.jLattA^ fhe weeps, Jhc per- 
fV^desj and if (he demands, £hc deniands with 
Humility. 

. In Sbaitfpear (he is cruel,, artful, and info- 
lent, and leady to make Ufe of the Kii^s 
Authority to force her Hufband to do her Jut 
tice. 

The Chara^r of Heltru being thus ma- 
naged in the Play, Shaiefptar has with 
Art, made .the old Co^nte^ (who is an 
amiable Charafier) bear Witnefe to the Vir- 
tues of Helena ; for otberwife we ihould not 
have difcovered diem ; we mull therefore take 
her Word for it, that her Daughtet-in-law is 
wife, gentle, prudent and virtuous; for, ex- 
cept her extreme Cunning, Ihe has nothing 
ilhking in her Chara^erj and, ^cept her 
Pcrieverance, nothing ami^le. 

It is indeed furprizing, that Shaiejpear, as 
tie has ibllo^d Co exai^y the Copy of Boceaet, 
(bould deviate irom him fo much in th^ Cba- 
Cader of tl* two principal Perfona in his ^laji 
whom, at the fame Time, he intends as well 
v. t^ Noveltfl to'mnke happy. . 

The Co;int fufFers rather more in his Hands 

than the Ladyi in the Novel his greateft Fault 

tfiflying from a Woman he lud married, and 

takinj 
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Mking i ReColution never to Itvewith.her, but 
upon Condkiom he himfelf was determinied 
to render impoffible. 

Vet this Behaviour admits of much Ex- 
(eauation : The Woman he had married wai 
forced upon him by the abfoliitc Authority 
of the King ; her Birth was greatly inferior t6 
his; her Perfon had not attraiSed" his Atterii- 
tionj he had no Inducement to lovehef ; on 
de coBtrary, he had great Reafon to be of- 
fended with her for forcinghcrfclf, ungcnerouf- 
Ij' as he thought, upon him. 
Her Brfiavrour indeed after his leaving her 
, merited his Affe<3ion j but he was then in tnve 
widi another Woman,, and incapable of lifttn- 
ing to the Drdlates of His Reafon ; and when 
he does yield to acknowledge her for his Wife, 
fct yields to the Force ofConviftion ; he loves 
her becavife he is perfuaded flie merits it, and 
accordingly that I^ve is pure and lafting.

Afteir his Marriage", he dedares his con- 
tinued Hatred for her to his Friends, yet con.

In Florence he attempts to corrupt a young 
Woman of good Faniily and Reputation, ana 
fttcceeding as tie imagined, openly boafts of

- But to go on j when Diaita, his Flerattiiu 
F1ame> prefents, by the Contrivance of hit 
Wife, a Petition to the King, informing him, 
that the Count had debauched her by a PromiTe 
of Marri^e, and then cruelly ftole aw^ from 
her, the Count denies the Charge, and is bale 
enough to defame the Woman he had ruined, 
calling her a common .

Upon the Appearance of his Wife, he ac- 
knowledges all ; meanlr b^ Pardoo of both i 
andpromifes to love nts Wife for the i*- 
tute dearly. 

It is not eafy to conceive a Reafon why 
Sbaktfpear has thus jnangled the Charaderi M 
Bofcace ; when, except m a few trifling Cir- 
CumftanceS} he has fo faithfully follqwed the

amiable, or the Count more wicked in die 
Flay than the Novel, Jlnce the Intrigue in boA 
is aaSAy the fame ; and certainly he has vio- 
lated all the Rules of poetical Juftice in con* 
duding, by a Variety of Incidents, the two 
principal Peifons of the Play to Happinefs^ 
when they both (though with fome Inequalt^ 
ty) aicrited nothing but Punifbment. .

Claris pi-ofeffis his WilUngnefs to di« by 
his Commands, MiA is following the Duke, 
butftuppcd hy Olivia, who bids him ronem-' 
ber their late Engagements, and' declares he is 
her Hufband i the Duke flortns ; Cafario de- 
nies the Charge-, and the Pricft is called in by 
. Olivia to witne^ that he had maitied them, 
which he does. 

CmfariB perfifHng-in his Denial, many Al- 
tercations enfue; at laft Sehaftian, who had 
bScn rtigaged in a Quarrel with Olivia i Uncle, 
appears ; the Company are all altoni(bed at 
the Refemblance between him and Cafario, 
who is difcovered to be Viola his Siller : 

OHvia acknowledges Sibafiian for her Huf- 
band, and the Duke marries Fifhi, The reft 
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is all Epilbde, and makes up the greatefl M 
well as the befi Part of the Play. 

It has hitherto-been uncertain whether the 
Story of Twelfib-Nlgbt^ or ffTxtt Tou WtU, 
was borrowed from any Novel, or an Inven- 
tion of Shaktfpiar. 

Mr. Langbainty in ^m Account of tbt Dra- 
matic Petti and thi'tr ffritlngs, fays, (iiat be 
knows not from whenc? that Play was taktn, 
but the KeJemblance oiSebafiian to his Sifter 
Viola was doubtlefs jirft borrowed, not only by 
Shake/pear^ but all our fuccccding Poets, iiom 
PlaktuSi who has matle Ufe of it in feveral 
Plays, as Jn^bitrU, Mantcbmiy &c. 

It is really furprifing to fee the Admirers of 
S/W^^^iir fo folicitous to proVe he was vcir 
converfant with the Antienti; they take all 
Opportunities to find in his Writings DluJions 
to them ; Lnitations of their Thoughts and 
Kxpreffionsi and will not fcruple to allow 
their Favourite to have been guilty of Ibme 
little Thefts from their Works, provided it 
will make out his CFaim to an Acquvntance 
with them. 

It is vciT rtiuch to be doubted whether or 
not he underftood the Italian and French Lan- 
guages, fince we find he made Ufe of Tran- 
ilacions from both when he borrowed of their 
Authors ; and flill Jefs probable is it that be 
underftood and fliidied the Greek and Latin 
t'oets, when he, who was fo dole a Copyer has 
never imiiatcd them in their chief Bcuities, 
'and 
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and fcenis wholly a Stranger to the Laws of 
dramatic Poetry > weQ docs the Poet fsy of 
hiai, 

S&ahAear, Fancy's fWeeteft Child, 
Wa^es his native Wood-Notes wild. 

His' true Praife lecim to be fumm'd up 
in thofetwo Lines J for wild, though harmo- 
nious, his Strains certainly are ; and hif mo- 
dora Admirers iii|Nre' him greatly, by fup- 
po&ig any of thofe Wood-Notes copied from 
the Antients ; Adilton^ by calling them nativt, 
allows Chem to have been untaught, and all 
his own; and in that does Juftice to his vafl: 
Imagination, which is robbed of great Part of 
its Mec it by fuppofing It to have recdved any 
AffiAance !rom the Antients, whom if he un- 
derflood, it muft be confefled he has profited 
very little by, fince we fee not the leaft Shadow 
of their £xii£tncls tuid Regularity in tua 
Works. 

Though it Ibould be granted that Shaiefpear 
took the Hint of SebafliaH and Vitla'a Ke- 
lunbluice from the Mienechm and Jmpbitrit 
of Plaututj yet he might have done that with- 
out underftanding Latin, fince there were 
Tranflationi of both thofe Play ^ in his Time ; 
and to hit own Invention, had that been the 
Cafe, might be attributed almoA all the perplex- 
ing Adventures which the R«femb]ance of tl». 
Brother and Sifter gave rife to in the Twtljik' 
Nigbl, and whi*^ ^re vary diiferent from ifuA 
in the Latin Author.

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But Sj&<7J^^Air had a much more ample Sup- 
ply for the Fable of this Comedy in the fbre- 
Soing Novel, from whence he undoubtedly 
rew it, and which not only furiiifhed him 
nrith the Hint of the ReTemblancc between 
Stbaftian and VtBla^ but alfo with the greateft 
Part of (he Intrigue of the Play. 

Sebafiian and Viola in the Play are the fiune 
with Paah and Nlci/ola in the Novel ; both 
,are Twins, and both retnaikably like each oUier. 

Viola is parted from her Brother by a Ship- 
wreck* and fuppofes him to be drowned j 
Nuuola lofes her Brother at the facking of 
Rffmci and for a long Time is ignoiant whc* 
ther he is alive or dead. 

Viola ferves the Duke, with whom fhe is in 
love, in theHabit of a Page; Mfw/r3, in the 
lame Dtfguifc, attends Lattantiot who had 
forfaken her foi Catella. 

The Duke fends Vfsla to foliclt his Miftref* 
:in his Favour ; Laltentio commiffions Nicti^ 
to plead for him with Catella. 

The Duke's MliVtcfs falls in love with 
yiala^ fuppofmg her to be a Man ; and Cateliat 
by the like Miltake, is enamoured of Wicuehi 
and laftly, the two Ladies in the Play, as well 
as in the Novel, marry their Lovers whom 
they had waited on in Difguifc, and their Bro- 
then 
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then wed the Ladies who had been enamour- 
ed of them. 

Though Shaifpear has copied the NovcIIft 
7n all thefe Particulars, yet he diiFers from him 
in others, which very much lefTcns^the Proba- 
bility of the Story. 

Stbajiian and f^iola in the Piay are parted br 
a Shipwreclc,' and Viola is caftupon the Coaft 
of lUyria ; but we are not told with what In- 
tention ihis Brether and Sifter embarked, or 
whither their Voyage was bound. 

The ftwthad Occafion for them in lUyria^ 
and there they are at the Service of the Au- 
dience ; no Matter if introduced with Propriety 
or not J we muft be contented to take them as 
wefindthem: Well; /'M/fl,after givingfome 
Tears to the Memory of her Brother, whom 
file fears is drowned, is dcfirous of being re- 
commended as an Attendant to a Lady with 
whom the Sovereign of the Country is in love j 
but being told it would be difficult to procure 
AdmiiBon to her, flie all of a fudden takes up 
an unaccountable Refotution to fcrvc the young 
Bat chelor- Duke in the Habit of a Man ; take 
■ kin her own Words addreJTed to the Capuin 
of the wrcck-d Veflil : 
" Conceal me what 1 am } and be my Aid 
For iat^ Difguife as haply Ihall become

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A very natural Scheme this for a beautiful 
and virtuous young Lady to throw off all a 
once the ModeAy and Refervednels of her Sex, 
ihJx among Men, hcrfelf difguifed like one;

Paffion, expofe hcrfelf to all the dangerous 
Confequenccs of fo unworthy and fhamcful a 



We find tbia Incident managed with much 
more Dcccjicy in the Novel. 

Nituola is violently in love widi and beloved 
by Lattantio ; and finding that, duringa Qxxt 
AUcnce from him, he became cnamcNtredof 
CaiiUa^ upon hearing be had loft his Page and 
wanted another, fhe dtTguifes harfdf Ske a 
Boy, and offers her Service to wait upcm him 
with a View of recalling his AtTedions by 
this extraordinaiy Inftancc of her Tenderiieu 
9nd Fidelity, and of feizing every Opportunity 
of traverfing his new Paflion for CattUa. 

This Projeft, though not altogetlsr pru- 
dent and wife, was far from being inconfittent 
with the Temper and Circumftancck of Ki- 
cusla, Himutated as Ihe was by Love, Jcaloufy.

in the noble and virtuous Olivia, 'tis unnatu- 
ral and abfurd, and what makes it Ail) more 
fe is, that as Shaief^ar his ordered the Mat- 
ters Olivia is difgracefully repulfed by this 
Youthi and yet continues her Suit, whereas' 
Catelia meets «ith a ready Compliance from 
the fuppofed Romuh, who fees his Defigiis on 
Lattantis likely to fucceed by his Miltrels's 
fortunate Paffion for him. 

Oiivia's talcing Sebaftim-, the Brother of th« 
difguifed Viala, for the beautiful Page, and 
marrying him, is with very little Variatt(ui 
borrowed from BandeUe: but Paola in th:

To relift thefe Enemies, which were already 
landed, and bufy io fpoiling the Country, 
Macbeth and Ban^ua were lent with a fufficicnt 
Power,' who encountering the Danes, flew 
Part of them, and drove the refi back to thnr 
Ships ; thofe who efcaped and got fafc aboard 
their Veflels, with large Sums of Money ob- 
tained Leave from Macietb, that fuch of their 
Friends as . were llain in the lall Fight mJg^ 
t>B buried at St. Celmes Inch, 

A fliort Time after, as Macbeth and Banqm 

were riding towards Forefs, where the King 

then lay, paffing through a Field without any 

Comjuny> they were met fuddeoly by three 

Women 
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Women in jlrangc Appaielt refembiinK Crea- 
tures of another World, snd while tney be- 
held them attentively, much wonderingat thcii' 
uncommon Appearance, they approached 
Matbetb, and the firft faid : 

« All hail Macieih, Thane of Glamim's j"

** Yes, (aid flic, who had firft fpoke, we 

Eromife Aill greater Advantages to thee than 
im ; he fhalTieign indeed in his own PeiJbnj 
but his End fhall be unhappy ; norihallhe 
leave any IlTue behind him to fucceed to his 
Crown : As for thee, though thou fhalt not 
' be a King, yet thy Oefcendants for long fuc- 
ceffive AgcSj fliall rule the Kingdom of Scat- 
land'' 

No fooner were thefe Words fpoke than 
diey all vanifhed out of Sight. 

This Accident was thought at firft by 
Mathiih and Banquo, to be Tome Illufion of the

- ingly call Macbeth King of Scotland^ and 
Mkebttb in the fame Manner call Baaqua Fa-

The Words of the Weird SiOers contrW 
buted alfo towards ceuiirmuig bin) itkhis D^ 
i^i of.feizing upon the Crown; and his 
Wife a haughty ambitious Woman^ aidently 
ddirous of being a Queen, never cealcd toi^ ' 
mcnting him till Ihe had. fixed him in his Pur- 
pofe.

whom Banpia was the Chief, in Cvlfidenc« 

of their promifed Aid, he murdered the King

Then being fumuudcd with tbolii Venom 
on whom he moft depended, he caufed hin»> 
felf to be proclained Kingf ami went imoK- 
diately to Scone, where by general Content he 
recvvcd the Inveftiture c£ the Kin|ylomac< 
cording to the aecuJlQiscd Manner. 

Maktlm QmmeKt, and HtmiU BatUy tfa« 
two Sous of King Duaian^ being apprehen'^ 
live that Mechsih would take away thcu Livu 
to fecure to hiatfclf the Pafle^ML of the 
Kingdom, conveyed themlelvesfccrctly out tA 
Stomid. 

Makalm fled into Ciuni^imJy. where b« 
remained till Saint Edward, Son. of King 
Bthtldrtd, reeovcced the Kii^gdom of Et^Uind 
Erom the Power of Uu J?m«c* who received 
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bim into hU Rmc^dn,' and gave fitni an ho- 
nounUe Entertainment. 

DmaldSane, his Brother^ took Refuge in 
Irelaa^t and was treated tliere with great 
Kindnefs by the King of tiiat Land. 

Afacbethf after the Departure of thcfe two 
Princes, endeavoured by great Liberalities to 
engage the AffefHon- of \he Nobility and 
Gentry of SceiUnd to his Pcrfon, and vHiea 
he found himfclf in peaceable PolTel^on of the 
Kingdom, he fet about reforming the Laws, 
rooting out all the Enormities and Abufcs 
which had -crept into the Adminiflration, 
dirough the weak »nd flothful Difpofition of 
Zhintan. 

He alfo made many good Laws, and during 
the Space of ten Years governed the Realm 
Inth the utn»>ft Prudence and Jultice. 

But this Appearance of Equity and Zeal 
for the jpuUic Good was all counterfeited, and 
only alHimed to gain the Favour of the Peo- 
ple : Tyrants are always iniftruftful, they' are 
in continual Fears that Tome other Perfon will 
rob them of their Power, by the fame unjuft 
Means with which they acquired it, 

Afaeitth, jealous of fome Attempts againlt 
tiim, no longer difTemblcd his Inclinations, 
but pra6Kfed and permitted all Sorts of Cruel- 
tics, the Words of the three Weird Siilers 
were continually in his Thoughts. 

They promifed him the Kingdom, and he 
was^ poireiTed of it> but they promifed it atlb 
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tb AePoStKatj of .Banpa, and thii Predi£lfon 
nig^ in lilce Manner be fulfilled. 

- To prevent it therefore, he determined to 
inurdn Banqua and his Son, and for this Pur- 
' pofe he invited them to a Supper at the Palace ; 
as the;^ were returning home, fome Mur^ereri 
whom he had ordered to plant themfelves irt 
Hie Road, feized Banqut and killed him, hut 
^eanctfiivoattA by the Darknefs of the Nighty 
dcaped and fled into Walti.

: His DUtruft and Crudity encreafiitg every 
Day, his Thirft of Blood was never to befa» 
tisficd I die forfeited Eftates of the Nobility 
whom he thus maflacred, enabled him to iill 
his Coffers, and maintain Forces to defend 
him againft the Attempts of his Enemies. 

For the greater Security of his Perfon, 
while he was thus cxercifing the moll tyrannic 
Cruelty againft his Suhje^ts, he built a flroAg 
Caftle upon the Top of a high Hill, called 
Dunjtnnane, fituated in Gnvryj ten Miles 
ftom Ptrth.

Th'n PreAiStion woiiM have determined 
Km to put Macdtt^ immediately to Deaths 
had not a Witch, whole Prcdidiant had 
alfo great Wdght with him, afTurcd him he 
AouU never ke (Iain by any Man who was 
born of Woman, nor overcome trll Bimam 
Wood came to ^e Caftle of Dunfimant. 

l^ieTc toothing Propheftes bantflied all Pear 
put of his Mind ; he freely indulged the na- 
tural Cnicltv qf his Difpofition, miferably 
oppreJGng hts Sul^e^> and committing aU 
Sorts of Outrages. 

At length Jfef,&^, being in Fear for his 
•wn Life, tooic a Refolution to fly into Eng- 
land, hoping to prevail with Makobn Canmtri 
to claim the Crown of Stvtland. 

Macbtthf who in every Nobleman's Houle 
-Iccpt a domeftic Spy in his Pay, was Toon in- 
formed of Macduffi^i Intention ; he therefore 
came fuddenly with an.Army into Fife, and 
befieged the Caftle where Matdufft dwelt, ex- 
pedling to find him therein. The Gates were 
immediately fet open by the Servants, who 
mrflrufted no Danger ; but Adeeielb, enraged 
liiat Maeduffi had efcapcd him (he being al- 
ready fled to England) commanded his Wil« 
Mid Children, togethef with all that were 
found in the Caflle, to be ilain.

his Right ; he reprerentcd to him in the moft 
moving Terms the deplorable Condition into 
which Satland was brought, through the m- 
human Cruelties of MacbMth^ and that the 
People, detefling bicn for the Slaughters be 
had comnjitted, as well or th& Comovoo; as 
Nobility, defired nothing more ardently than 
ail Opportunity of fliaking off their Yoke. 

Makelatt whofc Soul w-as filled with Com- 
'.pailion for the Miferie* of his Countrymen, 
fished deeply while Macdufft was ^ealcing | 
which he perceiving, t^ain renewed his In- 
treaties that he would attempt the Delivery of 
ScQilottdi afliiringhimhc would find it no dif- 
ficult Enterprise, confidering the legality <rf 
his Title to the Crowji, and the eamcft Defire

When th? News of this intended InvaTion 
wis fpread abroad m Scotiand the Nobles" 
formed themfelvei into two different Parties, 
' Vol. I. N the ' 
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the one taking Part with Macbeth, the other 

with Malcolm. 

Between thefe two Failions there frequent- 
ly happened light Skirmilhes ; but thofe that 
were of Mahelmh Side would not rifk the 
Danger of engaging In a pitched Battle till they 
were joined by MaUolm^ and the Eng/iJiForces 
under the Command of Nerthumberland. 

Macbeth, therefore, not thinking himfelf 
able to engage the Englijhy retired into Fift, 
and fortifying a Camp near the Caftle" of L>un- 
finant, determined not to hazard a Battle lui- 
lefs his Enemies purfued him thither. 

However, fome of his Friends advifed him 
cither to make a Treaty with Mikulm, ol 
clfc to fly immediately into the Ifles, and taktf 
his Treafurc with him, to the End that hj 
might be able to engage leveral of the great 
Princes of the Realm in his IntereA, 2nd re« 
tain Strangers in his Pay, in whom he might 
better confide than in his own Subjects, who 
were every Day abandoning him. 

-But he had fo film a Reliance on bis Prt>- 
phecics, that he believed he ihould never be 
vanquiflied till Birnam Wood came to Dunfi- 
nani, nor be fiain by any Man that was born 
of a Woman. 

Malcolm, -who had haflily purfued J^tirfA, 
came the Night before the Battle to Birnam 
Wood, and when his Army had lefled there 
awhile, he commanded every Man to cut 
down a Branch of a Tree and march with it in 
his Hand, that thus fbaded, they might' come 
<;lofely. 
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ckJelf,' without difcovering their Numbers, 
witfainViewof dicir Eneniica. 

The next Day, when Macbeth beheld them 
he was greatly aftoniflied, anj the Prophecy 
that had been delivered to him long before 
coming into his Mind, he doubted not but 
that itwasnowfulhlled, fincehe faw Birnam 
Wogd comin| to Dunfinane ; neverthelefe h<; 
drew up h}3 Men in Order of Battle, exhorting 
them to light valiantly.- 

His Enemies, however, had fcarcely caft 
away their Boughs, when Macbeth, perceiving 
their Numbers, betook himfelf to Flight. 

A^cduff"^ ftimulated with Hatred and an 
eager Thirft of Revenge, never ceafed pur- 
fiiing him til] he came up with him at Lunfan- 
ttaint -and Macbeth feeing him cloic at his 
Heels leaped ofF his Horfe, crying aloud, 
** Thou Traitor, why doft thou thus follow me 
in vain; fiiicel am not appointed to be llatn 
by any Man that is bom of a Woman ? But 
come on then, and receive the Reward thou 
haft metited for thy Folly." Hereupon he 
aimed a Blow at him with his Sword, thinking 
to have killed him ; but Macduff fuddenly 
leaping offhts Horfe, avoided the Stroke, and 
holding his naked Sword in his Hand thus 
anfwered : 

" It is true, Macbeth \ and now (halt thy 
infatiabte Cruelty have an End j for I, I am 
he whom thy Wizards have told thee of, not 
born of my Mother, but ripped out of her 
Wombi". then fuddenly dofing with him, he 
N 2 flew 
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flew him on th« PlafCR^ md cumng <^ bis 
Head from his Shoul4^«.(uniJlitufK>n.a.Fbli,. 
and brought it to MaUolm. 

This wa& ^ Ead of Mac^^t after he had

u£eful to the Coiqinpnwea)t|i tbut aftecwardg, 
thro', the Uiufum of the D^vU, he obliterated 
the Glory of his good £}eeds by the moft 
. detcflable Crusty.

Maeheih, aftoniflied at the Completion, of 
this firft Prophecy, entertains a t)cfign of mur- 
tlering the King to make Way for the fulfilling 
of the fecond, and artfully founds the Inclina- 
dons of Banquoy -but finding him fixed in his 
Loyalty to the King, he forbears to tamper 
w itb hini. 

The King declaring his Intentions to befiow 
the Title of Prince of CumberlandQH his eldeft 
Son Makaim, Macbeth alarmed at this, refolvcs 
to be fudden in the Execuiion of his DcfignF, 
and by aLetter ac(iuaints his Wife jwiththe 
■ Prophecies of the Witches, one of which he 
tells her had been already accomplilhed. 

Lady Macbetby a proud, ambidouSj and 
cruel Woman, urges on her Hufband to die 
Murder of the King, and accordingly Duncan 
coming to lodge one Night at Macbelh's Caftle, 
in Invenuftf he is ftabbed in his Bed by Afye- 
hab. The two Eons of Duncan fearing the 
fame Fate fly from ScatJand, and - Macheth 
ufurps the Crown, ' 

Sometime after being jealous of the promtfed 
Sovereignty to Banguo's Children, he cau(e$ 
BanqttB to be murdered, but his Son Fieancej 
whom he ordered likewife to be difpatchcd, 
efcapes out of the Hands of the Murderers 
and (kvcG himfcif by Flight. 

Machefbf 
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Macbeth, prcfled by uneafy Doubts about 
his own Security, goes to the three Witches 
who had prcdiiSed his GreaCner?, to have them 
refolvedj they raife Apparilions who bid 
him beware of ^Wa/; the Thane of F!fc ;■ 
but at the fame Time alTurc him that none of 
Woman born (hould have Power to hurt him,. 
and that he fhould never be vanquiihed rill 
Birnam Wood came to the Hill of Dunfi- 



Macbeih, elated with thefe Promifcs, fefJ 
no Bounls to his Cruelty, and refolves to 
marAer Macdi/ff; but being told he is fled to_ 
England^ he feizes upon his Caftle at Fife, and. 
puts' his Wife, his Children, and all that were 
found within it to the Sword. 

In the mean time Malcalm, the eldeft Son 
of Kins Duncan, having prevailed upon the 
KXrtg^ England, with whom he had taken 
Refuge, to furnilb him with an Army, jnarches' 
into Scithnd accompanied by Macduff wbo 
breathes nothing but Revenge againfl the Ty-. - 
rant that had deprived htm of his Wife and 
Children. 

Macbeth hearing of their Approach, and 
being daily informed of the Defertion of his 
Officers and Soldiers, fortifies the Caftle of 
Dunftnane, and confiding iti the Promifcs of 
the Spirits prepares to fight. 

Malcolm, when becomes into BirnamWood 

with his Army, tommands tvcry Man to cut

my ; a Centinel of Macbeth'i furprlzed at this 
Itrange Appearance, informs him that as he 
Was looking towards Birnari, on a fudden be 
perceived the Wood to move.

" Tliefe Phantoms have indeed ^>peared 
more frequently in Proportion, as theDark- 
oeis of Ignorance has been more grofs ; but 
it cannot be dewn, thu the brightdl Gleams 
of Knowledge have at any Time been fu&ci- 
ent to drive mem out of me World.'* 

" The" "nine in whicli this Kind of Cre- 
dulity was at its Height, feems to have been 
tlrat of the Holy War« in which the Chrif- 
tisns imputed all thcur Defeau to Enchant- 
meats or diabolical Oppolittoa, as tht;y a£* 
cribed their Succeis to dte AfiiilaiKe of th«r. 
Itlilitaiy Saints, And the learned Mr. 

W appears to believe ( Supplement 

to the Introduflion to iJow ^I'xtU) that the 
filft Accounts of Enchantments were brought 
into this Part of the World by thofc who je- 
turned from theif Eaflem Expcditioast" 

** But ^ere 1; alvfw feme DiAance be 
tween the Birth and Mwurity of FoHy as of 
Wickedness : This Opinion had loiw exifl- 
■ ed, though (Kthapi the Amplication of it had- 
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in no foregoing Age been fo frequent, nor the 

Reception fo general. 

Ofympiodorui, in Pf>st:us'sE.xtrzQs, tells us 
"•rfone Libanius, who prailifed this Kind of 
milttary Magic, and having promifed to per- 
form great Things againft the Barbarians 
without Soldiers, was at the Inftances of the 
Emprcfs Pladdia put to Death, when he was 
3A)out to have given Proofs of his Abilities. 
The Eniprefs Ihewed fome Kini^efs in her 
Anger, by cutting him off at a Time (b coii- 
vcnicnt to his Reputation. 

*' But a more remarfcable Proof of the An- 
tiquitj of this Notion may be found in St. 
ChryJfffieTtCs f ook de Sacerdotii, which exhi- 
bits a Scene of Enchantments not Exceeded 
by any Romance of the middle Age ; he fup- 
pofes a Speflator overlooking a Field of Bat- 
rie, attended by one that points out all the va- ' 
nous Oljp&s of Horror, the Engines of Def- 
tru^ion, and the Arts of Slaughter. Let him 
then proceed to fliew him in the oppofite Ar- ' 
inies, Hories flying by Enchantmeht, armed ' 
Men tninfported through ther Air, and every 
Power and Form of Magic. 

« Whether St. Chryf<iftom believed that 
fuch Pe;rformances were really to be feen in a ■ 
Day of Battle, or- only endeavoured to inliven ' 
his , Defcription, by adopting the Notions of 
the Vulgar, it is equally certain that fuch No- 
tions were in his Time received, and that 
therefore they were not imported from die 
Sarectns in a later- Age \ the Wars with the 
Saractnt 
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Saracens however gave Occafion to their Pro- 
pagation, not oniy as Bi|otry naturally dif-' 
covers Prodigies, but as the Scene of Aflion 
was removed to a glreat Diftance; anil Dif- 
tance either of Time or Place is fufficient to 
reconcile weak Minds to wonderful Rela- 
tions. 

*'Thc Reformation did not immediately 
arrive at its Meridian, and though the Day' 
gradually encreafed upon us, the Goblins of 
Witchcraft ftill continued to hover in the 
Twilight. In the Time of Queen Elizabeth 
was the remarkable Trial of the Witchc^ of 
Warbais, whofe Conviflion is ftill commemo- 
rated in an annual 'Sermon at Hunlifgdon.' 
But in the Rtign of King Jdmts; in whiclT 
(his Tragedy was written^ many Circumftan- 
ces concurred to propagate and confirm thii 
Opinion. - " 

■ ** The King, who was' mnch cetebrateit 
for his Knowledfee, had before his Arrival ih' 
Englatid not only " examined in Perfon 'i 
Womail accufed of Witchcraft, but had givAi 
a' very formal Account of the Praflicesand 
ntufions of evil 'Spirits, - the Compadh of 
Witches, the Ceremonies ufcd by them, the 
Manner of detecting them, and the Jufticc 
of punifljing -ihem, in ■ his Dialogues .of 
DtemcnalegTf, written in the ^CoCtifil Dialedt, 
ind piibliOied At Ediijiurgh. '.'. 

■ *' This Book wasfoon after his Acceffion, 

reprinted iX London, and as the ready Way to 

gain 
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fun King yamrit Fxyour was to flatter hia 
peculations, the Syftcni of btemonolggU 
was iaimetiiately adapted ))y all who deiirtd 
cither to gain Prefcnnent or not to loie ic" 

*• Thus tbe Do&rine of Witchcraft waj 
▼ery powerfully incufcatct), and as the greatcft 
Part of Manlcind have no other Reafon for 
their Opinions ±<in that th^ aie in Fafliien, 
it cannot be doubted but this Peifuafion audc 
a rapid Progrefs, lince Vanity and Credulity 
co-operated iti it's Favour, and it had a Ten- 
dency to free Cowardice from Reproach.'* 

** The InfcSkm fbon reached the Parlia* 
jnent) wh*, in thefird Year of King ^aaut^

KnJediCures of Pcrfons affliftcd 1^ evUSpi- 
rift, b«t they were deteftcd and expofcd by 
the Clergy of the cftabliflBed Church,'* 

** Upon this general Infatuation jjfti^^air 
might bceafily alfcwcitqfbundaPIay, efpe- 
ci^y.fince he has followed with great £xa£t- 
nds fuch Hiftorics as were then thought true ; 
nor can it be doubted that the Sqenes of En- 
chantment, however they nwy now be re-, 
diculed, were bo* by bimictf and his Audi- 
ence thought awful aQd affe^ing." 

The Note on die firft Scene of the fourth 
Aft eiepWrn the Nature of the Incantations 
and diabolical Ceremonies made Ule of by 
the Witches, I (ball therefore, give the Reai^er 
tile Plefcfiire of feeing it here, 

** As this is the chief Scene of Enchant- 
ment in the Play, it is proper in this Place to 
ebfeiVe with how much Judgment Shake/pear 
.lus 
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t$6 Sbakt^ar Sit^rtittdi 
has fele£M all the Circumftances of his tii- 
fernal Ceremonies, uid how exaftiy he hat 
conformed to common Opinions and Tradi- 
tions." 

*' Thrice the brinded Cat hath mfteed." 

. *' The ufiul Form in which lamiliar Spints 
are Trotted to convcrfe with Witches is that 
of a Cat. A Witch, who was tried ahout 
half aCentury before the Time of Shah/pear^ 
had a Cat, named Rutteriin, as the Spirit of 
one of thofe Witches was Grimaliin, and 
)vhen any Mifchief was to be done Ihe ufed 
to bid Rmteriin go and fly; but once when 
ihe would have fent Ruturkin tc> torment a 
Daughter of the Countefs of Rutland^^ ,in- 
ftcad of going or flying ihe only cf led Mevjy 
from which fhe difcovered that the Lady was 
out of his Power, the Power of Witches be- 
ing not univerfal, but limited as Shakefpear 
has taken Care to inculcate."

•* The common Afflictions which the Malice 
of Witches produced was Melancholy, Fits,

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.. ** It was lilccwife their PraSice to dcftroy 
-the Cattle of their Neighbours, attdthe Far- 
jncr^ have to this Day many Ceremonies to 
lecure their Cows and otiier Cattle from 
Witchcrafts bw Ihey feem to hayc been moft 
fufpeifted of Malice againft Swine." 

" Shaiefpear has accordingly made one of 
his Witches declare that Ihe has been kUUng 
Swine, and Do£tor Herfemt obftcvcs, that 
about that Time a Sow could not be ill of the 
.Mcalle*, nor a Girl of the Sulicns, but fomc 
old Woman was charged with Witchcraft." 

" Toad, that under the cold Stone, 
Days and Nights has forty one: 
Sweltered Venom fleeping got, 
Boil thou fiiQ. i' th' charmed Pot. 

*' Toads have likewife long l^n mider the 
Reproach of being by fome Means acceflary to 
Witchcraft, for which Reafon Shaiefpear in 
the firft Scene of this Play calls one of the 
^fixits Padaeke, oTtead, and nOw takes Care 
to put a Toad firft into the Pot." 

*« When Varinui was feized at Tbckufe, 
there was found at his Lodgings ingem Bufo 
Vitro inchfus, a great Toad fhut in a Phial, 
upon which thofe who profecuted him, Vine- 
jUium enprebahani, charged him I fuppofe with 
Witchcraft." , 

** Fillet of a fenny Snake, 
In the Cauldron boil and bake; 
Eye of Neut, and Toe of Frog»

" Finger of birtl^Ardflgled' ^^^

** It ha» beon already mendoned in die Iav 
aga^t Witchesi that, they arc ftippoletf to 
take up dead Bodies to ufe in Enchanttnents, 
which WB» cenfHfed hy the Woman whom 
King yanut examined, and«4io had of 3 dead 
Body that was divided in one of their Af^ttn- 
blies, two Rwgei* fer her Share." 

" It is obiervable XhiX Sbaktfpear oa this 
gceal Outafion, which involvea Uie Fate of a 
Kiiuft multiplies s^ the Ckcumftanccs <rf 
Honoi." 

- " Th« Babe, who'fc Fingrf is uftd, rnnft 
be ftrarglcd in its B^h j the Greaft muft not 
be human, but muft have dropped ffom a 
Gibbet,- dte Gibbet of a Murderer, and even 
the Sow whofe Btood is ufed, tmrft have oP- 
fended Natufc-by devouring her own Farrow.

•' Thefe two Paflages I have brought to- 
cether, bccaufe they lK>th feem fubjed to the 
ObjcSion of too much Levity for the Solem- 
nity of Enchantment, and may both be (hewn 
by one Quotation from Xiamden'i Account of 
IrtUmdy to be founded upon a Prat^c really 
obferved by the uncivilized Natives of that 
Country. 

*» When any one gets a Fall, fays the In- 
former of Camden^ he ftarts up, and turning 
three Times to the Right» digs a Hole in the 
Earth ; for they ipiaglne that there is a Spirit in 
die Ground ; and If he falls Tick in two ot 
three Davs, they fend one of their. Women 
that is fidlled in that Way to the Place, where 
he fays, I call thee from the Eaft, Weft, 
North, and South, from the Groves, the . 
Woods, the Rivers and the Fens, from the 
Fairies,, Red, Black, and White. 

«' There was likewife a Book written before 
the Time of Sbaktjheart defcribing among 
other Properties the Colours of Spirits."

ShaktTptar feaea to htw coniauttcd « great 
OverTigm in majcing Mmeieih, after be found 
himfcir deceived- in the Pfophecy icIaUn^ to 
Sirnam Wood, fo aWblntcty rely upon tie 
other, which he had good iB^aJonto fear 
mig^t be equally fallacious. When the Mcf- 
fcngcr teUs aim be law Birmiin Woodbegiii to 
move, and that it WM coming towards 2>mri-
